\\'ashinston, Jan. 22. — The presi- 
dent toda.v transmitted to the Senate 
and the House oC Repreaeiilatlves, 
copies of the taritt regulations nego- 
tiated -some time ago between the 
United States and Germany, together 
with a proposed amendment to the 
customs administration act, putting 
the same Into force as a statute. In 
the Senate the message aroused a 
lively discussion in executive session 
wlien it was taken up. 

The remarks were not addressed to 
the message so much as to tho policy 
of considering:, it in executive session, 
aH well aa' the pbliiii' of the president 
in connection with the agreement. His 
course not only in negotiating that, 
Instrument but in prbclalming it-to 
the world as he did last July Xvas 
sharply criticized. It was declared 
that the agreement makes clianges 
which are equivalent to legislation, 
and it was pointed out that all legis- 
lation affectins: the tarllt' must under 
the constitution originate In the 
House oC Representatives. Stress 
was laid on tlie fact that the presi- 
dent had not only negotiated tho 
treaty, but that he had given it out as 
a. complete performance without re- 
ferrlrigtlt to the senate for its ac- 
tion.. It was pointed out that the Ger- 
man Kaiser had'- hot- only .referred the 
agreement to the BelchstE^ .for lis 
action, but that he had even consult- 
ed both the local and • the .-.national 
boards of trade. Hence the presi- 
dent was charged witlj being more 
autocratic than the German Emperor. 
It was also declared that under the 
system of valuation provided for by 
tile treaty great injustice would be 
done to tho United States. 

When tho question was raised that 
the message be a subject for consld- 
e|rait^v,An 'the open Senate instead of 
'Sehlnd closed doors. Senators Mc- 
Laurln, Teller and others called for 
open session.-;, and their plea finally 
won, but not before Senator Gallln- 
ger and one or two others liad deliv- 
ered their sentiments concerning the 
action of the executive in calling for 
legislation whenever the spirit moved 
him. It was janally decided to refer 
the message t(J'^ th6, coniithittee of fin- 
ance. , • ■• ' ' ■ . 

After referrltag- to the amendment 
to the treatjr.'tlie president says in his 
message, dated Jaiitiary 22, 1908: "I 
earnestly recommend to the Congress 
the enactment into law of this amend- 
ment at an ear]y date. Besides pro- 
moting harmonious relations between 
the contracting parties to tlie agree- 
ment in queestion, I regard the pro- 
posed legislation as a meritorious 
measure for tho improvement of our 
customs administration act, the prov- 
isions of which affect importations 
from all countries alike." 

An ifccompanying comr.-.unlcaitlon, 
addressed to tho president by Secre- 
tary of State Root, and dated Janu- 
ary 9, 130S transmits copies of the 
new temporary commercial agreement 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, signed April 22, and May 22, 
1907. The diplomatic note oC the 
Secretary of State calls for a reeom- 
mendatlon to the congress that cer- 
tain amendments of the law bo made. 

It Is ;tho.ught by some Senators that 
a r^sdlatlon by Senator Galllnger 
which was introduded early in tlie 
session may have had something to 
do with the appearance of the matter 
at this time. The information which 
fthe G'g,^Hngher rcsoiutlon produced 
about a week ago shows rr.iitc a re- 
duction in the value of German e,';- 
ports to the United States since the 
regulatlon.s were passed, and .since 
the system of inspecting conslg.nnients 
was discontinued by the American 
consular officers and agents. 



STOESSEL'S TRIAL 



Evidence Given in Regard to Severe 
Experiencfli of Port Arthur 
Civilians. 



St. Petersburg, Jan. 22.— Testimony 
showing the straits of : the civil popula- 
tion at Port Arthur >r during 'the siege 
was given at tho court martial of 
Lieut. -General Stoessel toda^ by Col. 
Vorshinin, who was civil commander 
of that place, and who fathered the 
charges made against General Stoessel 
that lie had reaped a rich icrrvest by 
selling eggs and mlllc and otijcr luxur- 
ies to the sick at tho time of; the siege. 

According to Col. Vershlnin, mere 
existence was a luxury to civilians. 
Provisions were enormously expensive. 
A cow cost $800, a pig 5500, eggs %\ a 
piece and other things corres.3ondingly. 

He testified that Madame' Stoessel 
had a large lierd of cattle and a flock 
of chickens, and charged exorbitint 
l)rices. Shortly before the surrenlor, 
he said, she summoned a merchant and 
attempted to dispose of these, the lup- 
positlon being that;,;8he ;bad -a :hltt of

Rotterd/im, Jan. 22.— The steamer 
AnSs^eirdam, belongina , j;i»fc'*ii'e''* Great 
Eastern,. Hstllvyaycoifiitoyj and the 
British ,steamer.;iA;sHjJSswr4 from New 
ybt^k,. Ded^mbiar 30,? fpi' JRotterdam, 
collided last night , near lieuwe Water- 
weg. There lyas no loss of life- The 
Amsterdam was badly dimaged and 
proceeded'.'to Maasluls, where she has 
been beached. The Ams or^m waji 
coining from Harwich and had 54 pas- 
sengers on board. A dense fog pre- 
vailed. 

The Amsterdam had a great hole 
stove In her bows, and tte water be- 
gan coming in so fast that the captain 
decided to lower his boats and trans- 
fer hl.s passengers to the Axmlnster. 
The stern of the Axminstcr was badly 
damaged. 

There Is con.?iderablo an>iety over 
the fact that one of the Anslerdam's 
boats is still unaccounted for. Tho 
mi.ssing boat is reported to contain a 
dozen or more of passengers or mem- 
bers of the crew, several women being 
included. No list of passenger.^ on the 
steamer is available, as it is not cus- 
tomary to prepare sucli a list on these 
short-trip boats. It is therefore im- 
po.isible to say how many people are 
ml.islng. Earlier in the day it was 
taken for granted that all v.'ere res- 
cued, and it was conlidently believed 
by the Great Ea.steru company otfl- 
cials that the boat liad been picked up 
by a passing vessel. Tho fog contin- 
ues so thick that all efforts of search- 
ing parties thus far have been un- 
availing. 

According to latest reports from the 
Hook of HoUttnd; the missing boat 
was well provisioned for several days. 
It carried oarSj sails and compass. The 
transfer of passengers from the Ams- 
terdam was carried out in an orderly 
manner, tlie pa^jsengers being carefully 
distributed, tlie women lirst, with a 
coini)lement of the crew for each boat. 
Tho Ktcainer Axminster was easily 
visible, and therefore the missing boat 
must have lost its way through being 
carried out by tlie tide.

RAILWAY REGULATION 



Expected Provisions of Bill Drawn Up 
by Minister Graham— Protec- 
tion of Crossings. 

Ottawa, Jan. 22 — It is understood 
that Hon. G. P. Graham's bill to set- 
tle all questions of the Jurisdiction of 
federal and provincial authorities re- 
garding railway matters, will contain 
the following: , 

That the .incorporation and control 
of street rall^srays. and purely local 
lines should be left to the province. 
That authority, hbwdvor,' to incorpor- 
ate other railways, whether operated 
by steam, electricity or other motive 
power, should remain In the- hands of 
the federal parliament. That in all 
matters affecting the rights of mu- 
nlcliialitios, railways Incorporated by 
the federal parliament, shall be under 
the control of iirovlncial authorities. 
That in respect to rates, uniform tr.ain 
rules, matters of equipment, etc., they 
shall be under the control of tho Do- 
minion board of railway commission- 
ers. 

The Senate resumed this afternoon 
after five woclc:' adjournment. It \\'ill 
probably take up Immediately Mr. 
Ijancaster's bill tor the protection of 
railway crossings In thickly .settled 
portions of cities, town.-j and villages 
through Canada. The bill has been 
through the Commona three times and 
ha.s been rejected by tho Senate each 
time.

— One of the most 
important pieces .of legislation wlilch 
h&€i'*lFt0tSt£Si'a,i)$£3!F&.nc^ this session 
was inlrodtrced' in the house today by 
Mr. Alcorn, the Conservative member 
for Prince Edward, Ontario. 

Mr. Alcorn's bill seeks to amend the 
Dominion Election Act, and contains 
some drastic clauses, which have the 
object of preventing crooked election 
methods, making bogus ballot boxes an 
impossibility, and putting an end to the 
corrupting of constituencies by pro- 
mises of large expenditures of the peo- 
ple's money in tho shape of public 
buildings and works. The bill also 
makes a dead set against corporation 
contributions to campaign funds, and 
Imposes heavy penalties on government 
ofhcials who take a prominent part in 
elections. . , , 

Throughout the explanation of the 
bill. Sir Wilfrid Lauricr listened atten- 
tively. It Was read a first time.

a former member for the county. In 
1904 the Liberal majority was 273. 



Withdrawing Treasury Funds 

Wa.shlngton, Jan. 22.— Tlio secretaiy 
of the treasury late today announced 
that owing to the great improvement 
in financial conditions throughout tho 
country lie had begun tho gradual 
withdrawal of the deposits of public 
moneys in moderate amounts from the 
national banks. The first ca.ll has been 
made upon Now York banks, and p.m- 
ounts to approximately ten mlllicn 
dollars. This Is in addition to about 
ten million dollars released by tho 
New York banks since December 26. 
'.rhe secretary also announced that a 
general call for a moderate amount 
will bo , made upon banks in other 
cities at an early date.

Row in Reichstag . 

Berlin, Jan. 22. — Chancellor Von;,,-; 
Buelow rcfu.sed categorically in .th»"j^^,. 
Reichstag today to reply to a Socialist 
interpellation on the subject -of the ' 
Prussion suffrage. This precipitated 
a deafening uproar of the members^ 
during which all the ministers left the; v, 
house. The debate was then continued;''-;: 

Trouble with the people had . been. j', 
expected, particularly in view ' of tho 
street disorders of yesterday, and. in . 
order to be prepared for ^ recurrencev . 
of the violent encounters' bet^veen. theii ,;. 
police and the populace, the houses b£,'>,;, 
parliament were - :,s.iirrpunded ; tbdayli ; ' 
with a large, fcirceiJof^mlUtary and po^' - 
lice. The prlncIpaLi thoroughfares ofi 
Berlin are being* patrolled constantly, 
by police, ■ both mounted apd on-fopt. 

The .interpellation was .very skHl-* 
fully worded' in order to bring It wlth-i , 
in the,; official; authority of the Reich- ; 
stag. The question was framed as 
follows: "On 'wh'at ground does the 
chancellor consider manhood suffrage, 
as already granted for the elections to 
the Imperial parliament, to be harmful 
to the interests of one of the federals 

Prince, Von Buelow opened the 
Reichstag proceedings by uttering in 
the severest terms a warning against 
further manifestations, which he de- 
clared did not affect the government 
in the slightest degree. He threatened 
amid ironical cheering from the So- 
cialists that the leaders and organizers 
of all demonstrations would be dealt 
with severely. 

The chancellor trembled with indig- 
nation when he referred to the terror- 
ism which he declared had been Intro- 
-duced into the capital. He stigmatized 
the street demonstrations as dangerous 
to tlie country, and he looked directly 
at the Socialist members when be an- 
nounced that the organizers would bo 
held responsible. He was compelled 
to pause for several minutes because, 
of the outbreak of rounds of derisive 
laughter from the Socialist benches. 

I-Ierr Fischer, Socialist, in the course 
of a speech accused the police if in-- 
famously utilizing the services. of^de-h;; 
tectiv.es, thus creating a cause for the 
intervention of their uniformed .com- ' 

rades. , 

Raised a Storm 

Herr Kreth, Conservative, aroused 
an uproarious tumult among the So- 
cialists' benches when he assorted 
that the leaders of the party wero 
most prominent by their absence from 
the streets during the demonstration, 
whicli they had misled others into un- 
dertaking, even advising the partici- 
pants to take their wives and children 
with them as protection against the 
police. When Ilerr Kreth finished tho 
statement, loud cries were hoard ofl 
"vagabond," "slanderer," "scoundrel" 
and "hypocrite." 

During the tumult Herr Bebel, tho 
Socialist leader, advanced to the tri- 
bune and shrieked at Herr Kreth :i 
"You miserable scoundrel," while Herr 
Statliagon called him a vulgar vaga- 
bond and police spy. 

Amid cries 'of "get down from the 
tribune," Herr Kreth concluded his re- 
marks by saying: "I propose an en- 
counter with Herr Stathagen at whicli 
the police shall not be present." 

Herr Traeger, Radical, spoke in 
suiii3ort of the interpellation, and de- 
clared that in .spite of the declaration 
of the chancellor ho would sustain the 
demand for suffrage in Prussia. The 
possibility of the Socialists entering 
the Prussi.an Diet was no argument 
against granting the suffrage, he de- 
clared, and it was impossible to pre- 
vent this powerful party forever from 
participating in parliamentary efforts 
In Prussia. To do so would bo un- 
lawful and unskillful. ParllamenI) 
should include representatives of all 
sh.ades of opinion. 

Prince Zu Hohenlohe Langenburg 
then praised the work of the author!- •, 
ties di-ring the recent rioting, and 
argued that Germany did notwanti'',' 
politics carried to the street, as was 
tho custom in America. After several 
speakers had been heard the debatg 
wont over until tomorrow. "

The full blood negro .'ioenis to 
be more amenable, mon^ simple-mind- 
ed, po.'^sibly, and is therefore moi-e iipt 
to follow the Instructions of his while 
teacher. We have made considerable 
progre.ss with their education, which 
naturally Is of the j3r:i..ary eliaracter. 
AVe also teach them to be agricultur- 
ists and artisans, and they are making 
wonderful progress in those dlreotlons. 
The cocoa plantation'? are almo.Mt en- 
tirely In the liand;^ of neRroos, who 
cultivate tlieni to the hiRhost degree of 
.edlclency, makin,T the article the t'reat- 
'est and mo.st Important Item of export 
Of the colony. Gold mining is another 
great indu.-^try of the colony. In this 
work the negro also is doing the work. 
He is invaluable in the mines, — Wash-

Premier's Reply

ft Is true that the newspapers have 
contained certain • despatches which 
passed between Ottawa and His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor, but, sir, with 
regard to these despatches, we can ex- 
ercise no control over them at all, and 
there does not remain at present on 
our flies any other communications 'or 
despatches on this subject- I would bo 
very happy Indeed if I were In a posi- 
tion to bring down those despatches, 
to do so at once, but they are utterly 
beyond my control. These despatches, 
as a matter of fact, are Ih the cus- 
tody of the federal government, and it 
is to that body alone that hon. mem- 
bers must look If further publicity is 
to be given to them.

Governor at the time of his as.snming 
office, and to which 1 referred in my 
speech the other day, as affording- 
ample Justlfloation to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor for acting as he 
did, it must suiflee when I say that 
those Instructions, when they are hand- 
led to the Lieutenant-Governor on his 
taking the oath of office, are embodied 
In a formal parchment. These instruc- 
tions ore al.9o confidential, and I pre- 
sume, at least, that they are beyond 
the ensti-idy of I lie ))rovincial govern- 
ment. 

Wants the Instructions 
,T. A. Macdonald, the leader of the 
opposition: I now desire to ask the 
Fast Minister a question.

Dr. W. T. Kergin, M.P.P., for Skeena 
resumed the rlebato on the speech in 
v(i]i]y.

More wardens should .| 
he-appointed and the close season 
should 'be extended. He referred to the 
Queen (.Charlotte i.slands. Without 
wolves to prey upon game they should 
be stocked with deer and would form 
a very excellent provincial game pre- 
serve. 

Reserve on Timber 

In continuing Dr. Kergin referred 
to the reserve which had been placed 
on timber. He stated that he did 
not intend to discuss, the main ques- 
tion ol the reserve but believed that 
the regulation doing away with the 
handloggcrs licenses haef worked real 
hardshiji to.a. number .Qf.nien; The lit- 
tle mllli aronK'':tIie.i:Cp)iBt V^er to a 
great '(^egreo dependent upon, the 
timber obtained in this way. There 
was a great deal of timber lying along 
the coas[ which was only cut in this 
way as It was not thick enough to 
warrant ; people taking It out under 
license. 

|VIr. Hayward Speaks 
The next to catch the eye of the 
Speaker iwas AV. H. Hayward, M. I". 
P. for Cowlchan. Ifc disclaimed all 
intention of discussing the question of 
Oriental immigration. In passing ho 
referred to tho riotB mentioned by the 
second member for Vancouver, which 
he deplored.- The blame for the sit- 
uation there .was cliearly upon the 
sluulderis ot the Ppijilnion government. 
He referred to the statements of Mr. 
Mdnnis, the member for Grand Forks, 
in which he expressed regret that the 
intirests of labor had not evoked 
special mention in the speech. There 
had been nothing talked about since 
the house convened but this Japanese 
excuslon ftuestion, ."which was In the 
inta-ests of labor. He represented an 
agroultural district, and he might with 
as :nuoh Justice complain that the 
farners were not ■ ■, given a proper 
shoving. There was no explicit re- 
fermc© to them, yet the entire ques- 
tior of irrigation which the house was 
to to Into was In their interests. 
Fisheries Question 
Ii proceeding- Mr. Hayward referred 
to the decision of tho government to 
pul in force the Fisheries Act ot ItlOl. 
H( congratulated tho government ujion 
tlulr intention to enforce that act. He 
sad: 

'The thirty-ninth annual report of 
tht department of marine and lisher- 
les of the Ottawa government, the ro- 
poit for 190G, the last one at hand, 
gives the total fishery products ot Can- 
ads, for the year HJ05 at $29,500,000, of 
wliich British Columbia produced 
SOOflOO. For the -llrst time in the his- 
tory of Canadian record British Co- 
lumkla became tho banner province, 
supwcedlng Nova Scotia by $1,600,000, 
in the value of Us llshery products. 
Brltsh Columbia fishery products, 
$8,330,000, was accredited to salmon, 
while the total value of salmon pro- 
duet's of the entire IJonilnlon was $8,- 
989,000. In other words British Colum- 
bia produced all but ?659,000 worth of 
the total salmon products of the entire 
Dominion in 1905. , 

"Of British Columbia salmon pro- 
ducts in 1903, $(,-;00,000 were taken 
from tlie Frasei river. It was a year 
of the big run., Tlicse figures, great as 
they are, do rot, however, represent the 
greatest proUictlon of salmon pro- 
ducts taken from the Frasor. 

"The pucl' of salmon on Fraser in 
1905 was 22 per cent, less than that ot 
thc^ precedlig big year's run, that of 
1901, but Ir the latter year the price 
5>er case vas given at $1.S0, and in 
1905 It is given at $G. 

""Nor doe^ the records of 1905 as 
given in tlw 39th report toll the con- 
dition of the salmon industry of the 
Fraser. I do not find in that report 
one word of warning by the depart- 
ment of tl.e grave situation of the in- 
dustry. There are no words in tliat 
report from any one of the represen- 
tatives of the Dominion as to the real 
conditions that I find disclosed by 
study of the history of the salmon 
of the Frjtser. 

At the Cost of Industry 
"Up to ItiOl, on the face of the re- 
turns of the catch tho industry a))- 
Iieared to lie healthy— to be growing 
in value. It has been shown, how- 
ever, th;u the increase In the pack has 
been n-iade at the expense of tho life 
of tho industry. That too great a pro- 
portion of the llsh seeking the river 
beds to spawn have been captured, 
that not enough Ash have been per- 
mitted tp pass to the breeding beds 
to perpetuate the run. That this is 
true Is shown by an examination of 
the record of the pack. 

"It is well recognized that the sal- 
mon which run to the Fraser are llsh 
which were bred in that stream in 
the preceding fourtli year. Tli.-a there 
is a four year circle in the runs in 
that river, and that thi> life of the 
scjckeye is four years. Hence the fish 
wliii-h s|>awned in tlie Frasor in 1903 
were the product of those which 
spawned in tlie river In 1899. 
Falling Off in Pack 
"Now the i)ru;k of the l-"rasei- vivev 
district, and by tlir.i term I include tlii- 
American waters of the stale of Wash- 
ington as \\-ell as thosi! of our ouu 
waters, in 1 899 was S,')7,9X5 eases of 
Boekcyi'. l''our years later, 190:;, (],e 
pack for th;it dislrlel was but .'iT2,000 
eases, a decline of aG per cent. 'I'he 
pai-k this iiast year, the next slei) in 
this four yeai- i-y-.'h; was but MO. 000 
cases of .soe'Keyc. or a declliu; I rom that 
of 1 903 of 3'i pi.'r cent. The d(-'e!ine in 
1907 from that of oiglit years ago is 
712,!)81i cases or 83 per cent. 

"We do not, however, have to con- 
fine ourselves to this one cycle to 
siiow the serious condition of this 
great Industix The catch of sockeye 
ill the Fraser In 1904 was 66 uor cent 
less than In 1000, thiit of 190!-,, a big 
year, was 22 per ceiit less than in 
■iiujl, the in-eceding big year, the pack 
of 19110 was 20 fior cent less than it 
was ill 1902, and that of 1007 was 
:!8 per i-ent less than It was in .3.203. 

"I'^nrtliennore, the reiim-ls of our 
own l-'i.slu rle;< Co mm issloiier demon- 
.strates th;tt (liiiing oil these years 
the greatei- iiroportlon of the spawning 
beds of the h'l-aser have l.ieen barren 
(Vf Hiawiilng llsh. 'I'hat only one se 
tion of that greiit water-shed 
been seeded each year, and that but 
one section is not suniclontly exten- 
sive to produce runs of former abund- 
ance. ' 
Congi-atulatcs Government 
It has been necessary to go full.v: 
into the m,-i,lter to show you my point, 
and that Is tlial the governmiint is to 
be congratulated upon bringing into 
force Us iS'lahqry^ac.t, that it wa.s nec- 
essary to do.'sQ.vIn orrtei'-to put a stop 
to tho mala'dmrrilstrntlbp of the liuh- 
orloH hy the Dominion government.

That tliat great asset of the 
province has not been husbanded by 
the trustee. That that ore ot our 
most valuable assets has been neglect- 
ed, almost ruined, by nialadtninis- 
trations. And that maladministra- 
tion has not been confined to the 
Fraser." 

Indian Reserves. 
Jlr. HayVvavCi'i^itev sketching the 
recent incident' at' Co wiclian, which 
had Induced tho Droviiicial govern- 
ment to assert their rlght.s v/lth re- 
gard to the fisheries, proceeded to the 
diseuKsIon of the Indian reserve (jues- 
tlon. This was a matter..whi6h affect- 
ed nearly every town' or city in the 
province. 

li.v terms of union, it is provided 
that the t-liarge of the Indians and the j 
trustee^ hl]! and the management of | 
the lands re.-;erved for them should be j 
assumed by the Dominion g-jvern- j 
meat, and a policy as liberal as tliat i 
hitherto pursued by the British (:'(j1- ; 
unibla government should be conlin- | 
ued by tho Dominion government after 
the union. It was provided that tho 
rc-^erves should bo increased or dimin- 
ished as the Indians Increased or di- 
minished. 

The Intention was that the Indians 
should have- sufficient lands reserved 
for their personal use and occupation. 
The lands now held for the Indians 
are far larger than is reasonably suf- 
ficient for the use of the Indians. 

In 1893 the Indian population of 
British Columbia was 25,618 and the 
total acreage of land under re.--erve 
was 480,605. In 1901 the Indian pop- 
ulation had decreased to 24,533, while 
the acreage had Increased to 525,810. 

The speaker pressed upon the gov- 
ernment that whenever an Indian re- 
serve or portion of a reserve has been 
leased_ .surrendered, granted or trans- 
ferred' tho provincial government 
should take steps to hold a conference 
with the Dominion government to 
have the reserves readjusted, and ar- 
range for the reversion to the prov- 
ince of all surplus lands over and 
above what are reasonably sufficient ] 
f(, r the use of the Indians. 

Ho was surprised that the honorable 
members opjioslte should speak of the 
timber land., which are held under li- 
cense as if tile lands were alienated. 

Ho expressed the oiiinion that the 
rate of royalty charged should be fixed 
for a delinite term of years. He sug- 
gested live years. 

Success In Old Country. 
"I represent a farming cominunity," 
Mr. Hayward continued, "and I con- 
gratulate the government upon the 
standing which their .fruit has taken 
in London and the successes which it 
ha:i achieved." 

He expressed the conviction that no 
part of tho world was so fitted for 
poultry raising. Farmers were not 
able to lind a market for their eggs. 
The condition of affairs with regard to 
liouUry was in tlie same status that 
tho condition with regard to butter 
was a few years ago. He besought 
the government to put cgg.-i wltere they 
ought to be. 

'J he question of better roads be- 
tween tlie upper and .lower part of 
the island were touched upon. He had 
walked, drove and ridtjien over the ex- 
isting road, and it . was In a shocking 
bad shape. ', " ' 

Thte .government had been, petltoiied 
to look Into the matter, and he trusted 
that they would act in the near fu- 
ture. 

Stuart Henderson 

Stuart Henderson, Yale, highly 
complimented the members for Rcvol- 
stoke and Ymir for the calmness with 
wliich they had discussed the subjects 
contained in the" speieeK from the 
throne, and condemned the First Min- 
ister as having shown symptoms of 
hysteria In his address to the House 
made In reply to the criticisms of the 
hon. the leader of the opposition, the 
hon. the premier and these hon. gen- 
tleman In his opinion should change 
places in the House. He held that 
both parties at Ottawa were equally 
responsible for the present position of 
tlie (lucstion of Oriental immigratloii. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
the Japanese and the (.''hinetse must 
be accorded entirely different treat- 
ment, while the jieople of (.'hlna were 
in possession of a very wealc govern- 
ment, tho .Japanese had acquired a 
very strong and most powerful ad- 
ministration, which must ;be seriously 
reckoned with, whenever any steps 
are taken, that may affect the na- 
tional hiterests of Japan. But it 
must 'be unlver.sally admitted that 
Japanese Immigration must be check- 
ed and controlled. The only question 
that was left for consideration was: 
How was this to be done? 

The hon. gentleman discussed the 
Indian reservo question, cxpres.slng 
the opinion tluit the T)rovinee had 
rights which might be enforced in the 
courts. 

Case for the Courts 
The government had, however, m^g- 
leeted to do its duty In the matter in 
the pas't, but he hoped that these 
rights and claims would speedily be 
pri'ssed to a final determination. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: I will state for 
the information ot my hon.' friend that 
in regard to these ' Indian reserve s 
this government has long since made 
reiiresentatlona at Ottawa which 
would lead up to a perfectly satisfac- 
tory solution of the whole problem, 
but that It has only been within the 
last few weeks that we have been able 
to get any word from the government 
at Ottawa on the subject, and any do- 
lay that has occurred In this matter 
must be placed entirely -on the shoul- 
ders ot the hon. gentlemen at Ottawa 
and not upon this government.

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LAKE THAT CHANGES COLOR 'f 

At Different Times of the Year It Is; 
Yello'w, Oreen, Red/and 
Gray 

A small lake at Seaside, Monterey 

county, Cal., changes its color four 
times every year. To ail appearances 
llii.s iukn is jii.st like any other Krnall 
lake, and there seems to be no rea.son 
why it should be such .a. remark-able 
Hlieet,of water. It is prettily s;it>iated, 
full of fish ana water fowl, and when 
In its normal condltibn the water !« 
clear and S'weet. It Has one peculiarity 
besidec Its variable color, however. 
The water is never stagnant, despite 
the fact that there is no apparent out- 
let to the ialce. 

Tlio color chancres arc very pro- 
nounced and aro in four distinct shades 
— .\'Ollow, f;recn, rod and rlark pray that 
lias the iipp'^araneu of black at times. 
After each chantji.- the water regain.s 
its normal clear appearance. The col- 
or is in the water and not the re- 
.HUlt of reflection from tlie .sky. This 
has been proved beyond douljt by the 
fact that the color renialn.H the same 
for day.s at a. time, regardles.s of Die 
condition of the clouds. The four col- 
ors mentioned are the ones always 
.seen, and thoy always occur in the or- 
der named, the disturbance, if such It 
may be called, covering a period of 
from six to two months in July and 
August of each vfar.

.My hon. friend, tlie jiremier, luis al- 
ready stated tho trouble whii'h has 
been oxperienced with tho IJoniinion 
government in respect to llieso Indian 
reserves. The governnuint at Ottawa 
showed b.v tho manner of their pro- 
cedure, that they toolc no Interst in the 
question at all, while wo have not been 
able to bring before the eourls any 
apecilic case. Thero aro cases in 
which negotiations liave lioen carried 
on wltti, the Indians in connection with 
our reversionary iterest, but no par- 
ticular instance has yet arisen in 
Which the department over which 1 
now preside has been able to take into 
the court.s of thi.'s country. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Will Enforce Fisinory Claims 

As far as the fisheries of tills j/rov- 
inee .are concerned 1 can tell my Hon. 
friend .from Yale, that the goverii- 
nient has decided to enforce our claim 
to jurisdiction over these fisheries, and 
as Commissioner of Fislieries, I v/lll 
take steps during the present year 
to assert our provincial' jurisdiction 
in the way of granting licenses, is- 
sued on behalf of .o.. this government. 
The Whole 'queesiiion ma* be brought 
before the courts, and we will perhaps 
then find out where the' jurlsdictian 
properly lies. But this "qutotion of 
the fisheries has been handled by the 
Liberals for political purposes and for 
the benelit of their political favorites 
and their cruisers have simply be- 
come Iiomes for old and broken-down 
partisans. (Hear-liear). 

But so fnr as I am eoncernod, as the 
head of tho fishery department, I do 
not propose that the affairs of this 
most important department shall bo 
managed in that way, (Cheers), and 
I think that the members of this 
House will have no reason whatover 
for making any complaint In refer- 
ence to tho manner in whlcli the fish- 
eries department will be handled, and 
If the Dominion government should 
interfere and should Claim that we 
have no Jurisdiction, the courts, even 
to tho privy council will bewailed upon 
to decide the true merits of the' c&se, 
and. whether it is this province or 
Dominion 'that has entire' control over 
the affairs of this very Important in- 
dustry. (Applause). ■ 

Constitutional Question. 

Having made these few preliminary 
observations, I will proceed to deal for 
a short time with the constitutional 
((uestlon Avhich arose. When the 
hon. lender of the opposition moved 
ills amendment I was vei^ much 
pleased to hear, that hon. gentle- 
man make hia argtitnent^ along the linos 
he did, as weU, ak With the general 
argument which has bean proaented to 
this house upon the, case In htind by 
the hon. member 'for Yale. The 
statements made by the hon. the 
leader of the opposition were clear and 
well considered.

provinces, and wore that pretension j 
good constitutional law they might j 
appoint — mind, I do not sa.v that they, 
would do .so — a man to fill the posi- j 
tlon of lieutenant-governor of thisj 
province who would be a bitter and i 
imseruiiuloiis enemy of the men inj 
power, of the members of the Conser- i 
vative government, which holds the! 
reins of office In this city of Vic-j 
toria. (Hear, hear.) And "then if my | 
lion, friend, the leader of the ojiposi- 
tion's constitutional argument, is cor- 
rect all that this governor would have 
to do would bo to withhold his assent 
or to reserve the very simplest, bill 
passed in this legislature, and at once 
the Con.servative administration hero 
would h.avo to send In their resigna- 
tions. (1-Iear, hear.) 

Would Kill Responsible Government 

AVhy, sir. If that .state of things j 
could, bo brought about in that man-! 
nor it would do awiiy with responsible | 
government altogether. (Hearf hear.) j 
It would not matter in the least if 
that were good constitutional law what 
majority the Conservative first min- 
ister of the crown liad boliind him on 
the right of the speaker if the man 
who was clio.sen by the aiithoritlos at 
Ottawa to fill the porsition of lieuten- 
ant-governor of this ih'ovlnce .so pros- 
tituted his oatli of office as to with- 
hold or reserve hi« assent to tlio sim- 
plest bill passed by tlils legislature, 
the first minister must resign at once, 
and what is more, instructions to tnlce 
such action and in this manner bring 
about tho resignation of the Conserva- 
tive government, migiit be secretly 
given to tho lieutenant-governor from 
Ottawa. (Hear, hear.) Now, any man 
who knows anything about our consti- 
tution must at once .see that if that 
were possible an issue l.s r.alaod which 
goes entirely beyond the constitution- 
al question which has been raised in 
this instance, and the direct effect 
would be that responsible government 
which has been fought for so long and 
which has been ddyoositEd^' so .effec- 
tively as a 'ino3t ;ine^li(lj6tbi(9 privilege, 
not only In this prbVlnc'e .b^ all 
tho other provinces of , the Dominion, 
as well, would be altogether lo.'^t. 
,Hear hear.) Talie a simple case: 
When .the hon; mem'j5er'..'for. Yale ' in- 
troduced; iiito t^iU iibiise his wig bill, 
which deolarea that >he' judges sitting 
on the supreme cotirt 'Jjeiich must not 
wear wigs, and which jjassed thls leg- 
islature, and In the ordinary , cour.qe 
camb. before his honor; the lleittenant- 
governor for hi? assent, .; then, if my 
hon. friend the leader . of the Opposi- 
tion is correct .in the positjbn, which 
he baa taken, and If his hortor tlie 
lieutenant-governor did not agree with 
the views of the majority of the mem- 
bers of this legislature upon that sub- 
ject, and in consequence refused to 
give hia assent to the wig bill, the 
first minister, my hon. .friend from 
Victoria would at once Ije obliged to 
send in his resignation. 

Is It Reasonable 

Now 1 submit to the members of this 
hou.so, whether that is a reasonable 
and tenable pr«)])osition ? (Cheers.) 
And I appeal to evei'y member of Ibis 
house whether he bo a lawyer, or not, 
whether it is In any respect whatever 
a reasonable proposition that wo, the 
members of this administration, are 
really responsible for every single otli- 
clal act of His Honor the ].,ieutcnant- 
Governor. 

And 1 will go further, Mr. Speaker. 
I think I can show the members of 
this house, notwithstanding the array 
of authorities, that have been quoted 
in support of their position by hon. 
gentlemen opposite. And just at this 
point I wish to make this observation 
with reference to one at the authorl- 
ties In particular, whicli these gentle- 
men have quoted, I now.iefer to Todd. 
Ui^doubtedly Todd Is an able author- 
ity, and can be listened to and quoted 
with profit In any legislative assembly. 
But nevertheless, hon. gentlemen op- 
posite have not been particularly happy 
in their references to todd and his 
writings, because that , author's re- 
marks are almost wholly confined to 
the practices and experiences of col- 
onial govemorp. (Sear, hear.) Aa a 
matter of fact, Mr. Speaker, there is 
absolutely no. constitution at all like 
our , own in any other of . the colonies 
throughout the jBrltlsh • 'iSmplre, and 
the practice 6t resiarvlng assent to 
bills, and of passing on these bills to 
the ministry at London, in the other 
colonies. Is entirely different from the 
practice which obtains under our con- 
stitution in the various legislative 
assemblies of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. (Hear, heivr.)

Ami 
his comments in rulatior. to such mat- 
ters liave been taken altogether too 
literally by lion, gentleman ojiposlte, 
because the practices of colonial gov'?, 
orhora in this respect do not apply In 
their entirety to our peculiar situation' 
In Caniula. (Hear, hear.) And I think 
I can safely , lay down that ijropoaltlon, 
and cite many cases, which have hap- 
pened In tho constitutional history of 
the Domlhlon, in which the Lleuten- 
aritr.GOvernbr'p i^of J tlip. ■ 6thpr. provinces 
htiye;'tait¥tf:lfi;isli5((iar^i^i'a^^ exactly 
th'e "same ' Stand ' which was, taken by 
His Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor of 
this province, in connection, with this 



particular bill. It Is well known' that a 
lieutenant-governor caii in some cases 
act in performing the duties of his 
high ofllce on his personal Initiative. 
He possesses certain important pre- 
rogatives, and he can either accept tho 
advice of tho members of the cabinet, 
who at the time may bo hi.s advisers, 
or he can decline to accept that ad- 
vlce 4 (Hear, hear.) 

Points Out Instances 

We know,' that 'lii ojir own case, and 
only last session, that this course v.'as 
taken. Then in England, we could 
quote inst.'inces in which Mr. Glad- 
stone, and Lord Aberdeen on the 
question of Preferential Trade In the 
Dominion House were concerned, as 
well as the case of Mr. Balfour, on 
submitting a now cabinet to tlie king, 
when the Itiplit Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain left th(.> Caljinet. ,\nd I am 
in a position tn place today before 
this House, other cases which clearly 
show, that I.,icut.-Go\iernors have 
acted in other provinces exactly as his 
Honor, the Lieut. -Governor has acted 
in connection witli this particular 
Natal act. (Hoar-hear). . 

For instance, in the province of 
Nova Scotia, in the year lst;:i, the 
Lieut. Governor reserved his assent tft 
a certain bill contrary to the advice 
of hi.s responsible iSlttlsters. And in 
another case which occurred in 1874, 
in which tho. Province of New Bruns- 
wick, tiiellt-Governor Tilioy did ex- 
actly the same thing. And as tho 
circumstances are very applicable to 
our" present situation, I will briefly 
give the particulars connected with 
the case of tho VveduTinakik Iviom (.'0., 
that led to this step being take:i by 
tho then Lieut. Gx>vernor of that prov- 
ince, .Sir Leon.'ivfl Tilioy. This n-.i,'.'- 
tleulitr company was incorriorated in 
the Province of Now i'ruiiswlek, and 
It turned out that the government at 
Washington tool- the ground that tho 
provisions coiitoined In this bill of 
incnrporatlnn matorialiy interfered 
with the ri.'-dit;; of certain of the 
cltizon.s hi the state of Maine, as es- 
tiibUKhcd under tho clauses of the 
Ashburton treaty. 

Sir, the United ."gtates, that great 
nation to the south of us, took a strong 
exception to certain of the provisions 
contalned in this bill of incorporation 
and also toojt the further Mt(ni of 
bringing this objection to tlie atten- 
tion of the government of the Prov- 
ince of New Brunswick. 

Sir T.eonavd TillcT- was at Pint llmo 
the Governor of thnt provinc<". and 
;ilibouph the then Altoric;.- General 
of tho I'rovlnco in a very ahl" opinion 
wlileli lie suliniittcd on this ciise, 
linlnteri on1 In his eapaeily as the 
'irid- law ufncer of the t;;rowii, to .'^ir 
Leonard Tllley. Ihi't Uiis particular 
bill did iioi intcrforo in hlK opinion 
wilh (ho rif^bts of citlzen.t of the 
ITuited .States, as guor.aii teed. Und.er the 
provisions of 'the '.Ashburton' treaty, 
novortheless, sir, .and . acting: In direct 
onnosition.,to tile adylce qf bis first 
law o(no§il';-^''Sir ricforiard ; Tllley ex- 
pressly Wlthh'eld his assent from that 
bin and. reserved It for the conskPra- 
tlbh;',' of; bis. Excel lei icy, tlio Govenior.- 
Gdheral and of the governmont of tlu- 
diay at Ottawa; And the Provincial 
government did not resign. (Cheers). 
Several Other Cases 

Again, In tho province of Prince Ed- 
ward island, a bill was reserved; and 
I nmy say Just hero moreover, that In 
that same province, . Prince Edward 
Island; 'ln.«-.thB,-yetir 1878, n year pre- 
vlousiyi"''wKeh'^tho Hon. Mr. Hodgson 
was lieutenant-governor, assent was 
reserved In rcspoot to an act connected 



with the Church of England, and in 
this particular case, it may be of In- 
terest to add, that the governor-gen - 
oral afterwards gave his as.5cnt. In 
the year 1879, the same lioutenant- 
govornor reserved his assent to an act 
incorporating the provincial Orange 
Grand Lodge of Prince Edward island. 
While In 1879 Lieutenant-Governor 
Archibald of Manitoba reserved his as- 
sent to a bill in connection with tho 
Independent Order of Oddfellows. 

Furthermore, in the province of 
Quebec, the Letellier affair occurred; 
but as this was a case entirely dif- 
ferent from our own, perhaps I should 
not mention it, for the purposes of this 
argument. 

Then, again, in the year 1890, Sir 
John C. Schultz, the then lloutenant- 
go^'ernor of tho province of Manitoba, 
reserved his assent tn two bills; (1) 
'An act In re:<peet to t.ie sale of land 
for taxes'-; and, (2) "An act in respect 
to certain arrear3.'of' ta3tes*!in: the City 
of Winnipeg. I think that In the case 
of these,' two .bills >':n(ii/ action ■ was 'i af- 
terwards' taken'^by'^hls excellency, ' the 
governor-general at Ottawa, and by 
tho government of the day, so that that 
the result of .tlle/actlon bf the lieuten- 
ant-goVernor In Manitoba was that his 
assent was vlrtimlly withheld from 
^hese ^ bill;?,,. , 

In This Province Also 
Again, In 1S97, and In our own pro- 
i vince, Lieutenant-Governor Dewdnoy 
I reserved his assent to a bill dealing 
I with the employment of Chinese and 

■ Japanese on public v/or.ks .m this pro- 
: vince Tin; ricn. >„ir. Turner was at 

that time the :irst niiiii.ster of this pro- 

■ vince; and on the -Mi;, of .May, 1S97, 
.tho liontenant-soveinoi- notified his 
'. e.xcollo.'ic;-, the governor-gonoral, at 

Ottaw.i that ho ha-' d.jcmed It advis- 
i Hliio v-i L^iiser-.'e ;;!3 assent to this 
particular ::i.a-n:'o. On ihe 15th of 
October, in the ;.,;:.-.io year. Sir Oliver 
'■Mowat, wlio wa.:; t.lion minister of jus- 
; tice in h':<; report to the governor- 
! general. expres:.=ly refers to the fact 
that Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney 
V(-ithout instructions from Ottawa, had 
thought It ^ advisable to reserve this 
bill for hla ejfceilency'a consideration; 
and says 1»6 doe»'i)ot think that In the 
; eiroum'stances '•it 4s'.\vlsro: to ", deal with 
i it at ftU. And".ft5\ft';rest»1fc,,thnt meiis- 
I uro became lawit I ' undarstand from 
! tho t(aristltutijjlfalniuth<?rltlps that the 
i Roverrior-geniSrftl'Yiiihd liils' advisers at 
1 Ottawa do not usually In such cases 
: take the responsibility of dealing with 
I tl i.^ legislation, but thnt the cpur.so 
I which Is generally adopted in such 
(.■ises Is tills: Tbe bill l.s either re- 
turned to the prnvin-'lal government 
tliat may bo In po.v. r at liie tim(^ for 
i-c-enact!-n'3nt, and the licMiteiiant-gov- 
ernor is InFtriicled 10 acccrit tin,' advice 
of bis iiilni.'drr.s; or, no action is taken 
rind the bill docs not become the law 
of the land. 

Question of Personal Interest 

Mr; ^^(^lilti'tK^tei'' Nanalmo: 
Was It 'e^^-eir %hbv(m In such instances 
that any Ileutgnaht.'raoi's.'n.Dr had any 
pe rsonal or private - interaat in any 
such bin? 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: Thero Is nothing 
on record to show tliat such v;as the 
case, either In one way or tho other. 
And, moreover, I lo not see how such 
a fact poulcl affect the con.^titutlonal 
argument In this case. Ev n-y lieuten- 
ant-governor is supiiosod to keep his 
oath of ofllec. BUt we .ire at present 
diEcussing the constitutional question 
whether this ministry was responsible 
for the action of the lieutenant-gov- 



ernor In April last in reserving his 
assent • from , this bill . for the -pleasure 
of the governor-generaj. . 
' " -Question and' Advice 

Mr. Macdonald: Is it not the fact 
that in all the cases which the hon. 
gentleman has just cited, iii tho pro- 
vinces of Manitoba and Nova Scotia,, 
etc., the lieutenant-governor acted on 
the advice of their responsible min- 
isters? Or, at all events, did not dis- 
regard their advice? because you will 
find in Todd that the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor must always act on the advice 
of his niini.sters, unless, and only un- 
less, he has express instructions in the 
matter. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: I will meet that, 
question by citing Sir John A. Mac-, 
donaid, who lays down the principle 
that a lieutenant-governor should .act. 
on tho advice ot his ministers in re- 
serving bills;, that ,a,.lijeutpt\anksaverr 1 
nbr In reserving' hts assent acts pu'relyj 
as .the executive ' Officer of the admln-^) . 
latvation-'at'OttaVva, &nd'. further, that' 
Edward Blake lays it dpvirn that in. 
certain exceptiuiml case's the lieuten-,: 
ant-governor can act-solely on his own 
judgment. • 

Mr. Macdonald: That refers to par- , 
dons. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: I further wish to 
say that the case I have cited from 
tho .Iburnals of the province of New 
Brunswick forms the very stronge.it 
possible precedent, because the Attor- 
ney-General In. that case actually, ad-:, 
vised against tjie stand taken by the- 
Lieutenant'-Go'verhor, and declai'ed 
that what the Governor at Washing- 
ton had i^tated In regard to interfer- 
ence with treaty rights was . not true; 
but, notwithstanding thls-positive dec- 
laration on the.;part of .tha ...^ttorney- 
General, Sir Leonard ' Tllley reserved 
his assent' to the bill In question, and, 
moreover, 'no suggestion camo at the 
time from, the Gov.-Gen. or from 
the Government at Ottawa, that he ' 
acted improperly, or that the ministry 
should t'esign. In the lower provinces 
thejconatittitional question ia very well 
understood, indeed. Hesponsibie gov- 
ernment in this country, as a matter 
of fact, hiid its first recognition in 
Nov.a Scotia, so that any question re- 
lating to any unconstitutional stand 
on tlie part' of a lieutenant-governor 
would at once be taken up in tlioso 
provinces. But la New Bnin.swick, on 
that occasion, we do not liear of even 
so much as a Buggostion of resigna- 
tion; and certainly if Sir Leonard Til- 
ley liad acted liniiroperly in tliat in- 
stance, wo would liave heard ot it, 
(Hear he;ir.) 

Mr. Dowdney Not Reprimanded, 

Wo find later that Lleut.-Oov. Dewd- 
ney did not In tlio cusoi mentioned ac- 
cept tlie advice ot hia first minister, 
Hon. M'r. Tui'ner, and for taking this 
course he was not reprimanded from 
Ottawa. Nor was there In this, ea.-!e 
any suggestion ot resignation. And 
tho re.-tuit was that this bill did not 
become tlif law of tho land. Then, In 
isyn, when Hon. Mr. Macintosh was , 
tho lieutenant-governor of the North* 
west Territories, he reserved his as- 
sent to a certiLin bill, which was", 
liowovor, returned from Ottawa, as' 
they took tlio stand that the matter In 
question wan entirely wlthlr. the pow: 
QTH of the Territorial oBsembly, ■wdilch 
QXi.sted at that time. ThU bill w;i8 
the subject ,of .further consideration 
between him and his' miriistera,, and at 
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MR. LEMIEUX'S'^MISSiON. 

Mr. Lemicux. has made a report upon 
his mission to Japan.

Is compatible with the spirit of the 
treaty , and: the dignity of tho states." 
^Vhlle saying that Mr. Lemleux has 
not accomplished any more than wc 
anlieipated. and we claim to liave liad 
.^pine facihtio.'j for reaching a conchi- 
> sion on such a subject not open to 
many of the people in Eastern Canada, 
u-e do not v,'ii-:!i to be understood as 
.detracting in the least from any credit 
attaching to the Canadian Minister for 
iho manner in which he conducted his 
negotiations upon a delicate subject, 
Cor the amour propre of nations, and 
especially of ii nation which has only 
recently recei\-ed recognition as a 
first-clas.s p<nvor. u; a matter tliat mav 
not bo handled rouglilv.

Kitinuiat Arm l.s somewhat .south of 
the site of Prince Rupert, the teruilnns 
of ' the Grand Trunk Pacific. The best 
approach to it from the ocean is south 
of Queen Charlotte Islands, although 
it Is quite accessible by way of Dix- 
on's Entrance, While wo do not sug- 
gest that we may look for a groat city 
at the mouth of the Kitimaat, we are 
very strongly of the opinion that there 
will bo a considerable town there. As 
tliere is room in tlie valley for a iJop- 
ulation of at least 4,000 people living 
by' agrlqalture, besides those who will 
be supported by the mines' that may be 
opened, we look upon Kitimaat as a 
place of importance, and one from 
which more will be heard- In the early

THE KITIMAAT. 

Railway construction is now in pro- 
gross ill the Kitamaat valley- Thi;^ 
groat province is .:io very little known 
even to its own people that It may be 
just as \v.ell to tell whc^e, this valley is. 
The Kltlmait'-'ls-a' rivc!r''flovvIrig into 
an arm of the sea known as Kitimaat 
Arm or Douglas Ch-annel. It i.-^ soutli 
•If the Skeena River, and la a branch 
of Gardiner's Inlet, The.harber at the 
head of t^lo inlet la a good one and th 
approach from tho open ocean is fair 
ly direct. The Kitimaat la a i-iver of 
considerable 'sizo and Is navigable for 
some distance by boats of from HO to 
30 tons. This river runs through a 
low-lying country, the highest point 
on tlie summit separating the '.slope to 
tho Kiimaat from the slope to too 
Skeena is only 800 feet abve sea level. 
The "valley," as it Is called, by which 
la -meant;-; the' depression between the 
tw6'-hrahcHes of ' ffie ' C Range, la 
about 45 miles long. In Its widest part 
it nicaaures about 8 miles, and In its 
narrowest part 3 miles, the average 
breadth being appro?dm9^1^j35;;jitt^^ 
'which gives an areaf-ro£r-a|)6ut^^^^^ 
square miles, or 128,000 acres. Sub- 
stantially 'all of this I.s fit- for cultiva- 
tion. An olllclal estimate was made 
some. years ago which showed that 400 
families could be located on lOO-acrg 
tracts in that part of the valley lying 
south of the summit above mentioned.

CHINESE CONTRACTOR IS 
SUED FOR COMMISSION 



"Sleeping Chfnsman" ObjiSots to Pay- 
ing for a Cannery 
Position. 



Tong Sing Wing, a Chinese contrac- 
tor, was sued In the small debts court 
yesterday by Mat Sue, otherwise 
Icmwn as the ".Sleeping Chinaman" 
from his capacity for dosing off dur- 
ing work hours, for .^TCV, the amount of 
wages alleged to bo due. 

Tong vSlng Wing, It. appears, had 
contracted with Todd & Sons to sup- 
ply ,a gang of eleven Chinamen for 
their cannery at River.s Inlet at the 
rate of $2 a day with five weeks' work 
guaranteed, '.rhe contractor, accord- 
ing to custom, charged the men ten 
cents on the dollar commission, but 
Mat Suo wanted his check in full, 
without paying any commission. 

The contractor produced in court the 
Chinese advertisement In answer to 
which the man had gone to work and 
swore that ho had explained the terms 
to the man v/hcn giving him some ad- 
vance money. Ho had paid off all the 
other men In tlic same way. The Chin- 
ese workman contended that the con- 
tractor ought to be paid by the em- 
ployer. 

There was n good deal of contradic- 
tory evidence, but finally a decision 
was given in favor of tho contractor. 
R, G. Johnston, manager of the can- 
nery, testified that the custom had 
been followed for a number of years, 
Mr, Daniels, of the firm of Eborts & 
Taylor, appeared for tho plaintiff and 
J, P. Walls for the defence. The case 
was followed by a large number of 
Chinamen, who appeared to under- 
stand the proceedings until It was time 
for one of them to go Into the box.

FULL COURT SIHINGS 
• COMErra AN END 

Appeal Dismissed in i\^yers & 
Tytlerand Kirl<land & Brown 
— Sitting February 11. 



Mr. Justice Irving yesterday handed 
down a judgment dismissing the ap- 
peal in Myers vs. Tytler, Mr. Justice 
Clement concurring. Mr. Justice Mar- 
tin also handed down a short judg- 
ment stating that in his opinion the 
appeal should bo dismissed on the 
facts as found by the trial judge. 

This was an appeal from a decision 
of the chief justice in a suit for pay- 
ment for staking timber claims. There 
had been a written agreement, and a 
further oral agreement on tho same 
terms was entered into by virtue of 
which the plaintiff was to slake nine 
more claims for which he was to be 
l)aid GO cents an acre provided on ex- 
amination thoy proved to bo s\iitable, 
Tho agreement also provided that the 
two men were to go to the claims to- 
gether for the pVirposes of examination. 
Mr. Justice Irving held that this obli- 
gation was mutual and that the de- 
fendant had made several attempts to 
get tho plaintiff to accompany him 
but without success, and that conse- 
quently the defendant must succeed. 
It was argued on appeal that the con- 
trary was the case and that the de- 
fendant had not -fulfilled his contract. 
■ There were a numbei: of legal points 
raised, notably that i'si; tiinber license 
was an Interest in .lknd'' -within the 
meaning 'of- the itatilte"'9f. frauds and 
that ooijsequently th^V^ral agreement 
was unenforceable. ''The .'Court, how- 
ever, found their verdict '"on the facts 
and expressly declined tO' make a rul- 
ing on the legal points ■•mlsed tis be- 
ing unnecessary for .t^.e .'purpdi^^s of 
the appeal. .'. ';','>"';',-' ,, '"

COLUMBIA MISSION 
IS IN NEED OF HELP 



Cessation of Work in Logging 
Camps Renders Assist- 
ance Imperative. 



The Bi.shop of Columbia, Rev. C. E, 
Cooiier, 11. S, Crotty and R, L, New- 
man attended a meeting of the joint 
committee of the Colutnbla coast mis- 
sion at Vancouver on Monday. The 
following have been added to the com- 
mittee from the New^ 'Westminster 
diocese; F. Buscombe, ■ C. A. Godson, 
F. Beecher and Dr. A. P. Proctor. 

The anniial report was presented by 
Rov, J, Antle, whlgh will be published 
in due course. A second' hospital has 
been opened at Texadq... island, and 
thero are now three doctors and four 
certificated nurses engaged In the work, 
A larger boat than the Columbia is 
needed, and there is little doubt but 
that, liad it not boon for tho present 
financial str.aln In the east of Canada, 
Mr. Antle would have collected tho 
necessary .$1B,000 for this object during 
his recent visit. The report showed a 
largo increase In tho number of tho 
cases treated, and there is a prospect 
of a third hospital being built and 
equipped at Alert bay for the use of 
Indians and the loggers working in the 
neighborhood services have been held 
regularly In tho camps and at Quathl- 
askl cove. An assistant is badly needed 
for Mr. Antlo an4. the^ missionary so- 
ciety of the Canadfafi church has pro- 
mised $500 for this purpose. 

The treasurer's report was presented 
by C. E. Durrnnt, of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, Vancouver, who 
has been indefatigable in tho work. In 
spite of the fact that tho logging ramps 
have been closed lately, tho deficit 
upon the year's work was only $700.. 
Tho expenditure amounted to nearly 
$13,000, of whlcli apart from the grants 
of tlio provincial government .$350 
from the diocese of Columbia and .$350 
of subscriptions, of which tho lieuten- 
ant-governor contributed $250, tho 
whole of this con,sldcrable sum wag 
contributed by tho men in the logging 
camps themsehes, Tho committee has 
to face a time of anxiety as tho camps 
are In mruiy cases shut down, and It 
is by lU) means certain when tliey will 
bo reopened, so that any donations at 
the present iimo will bo most thank- 
fully rccolvod by the bishop or (ho 
treasurer, as tlio monthly expenses 
amount to $1,000. . 



J he Inqulry^jntovr the. reasons -(vhy 
the school board -bf last year let the 
contrirt for the heating and ventilat- 
ing plant of the new Victoria West 
school to an outsider, whicli enquiry 
Trustee-elect McNeil promised, should 
ho be elected, to immediately press for 
win not take place yet for awhile At 
last night's special meeting ol the 
new board Mr. McNeil submitted a 
resolution asking that tho enquiry be 
held, but his motion found no second- 
er, and the resolution was therefore 
dropped for tho time being at least. 
Trustee McNeil promises to again 
bring the matter before tl-ie board. The 
resolution as submitted was as fol- 
lows: 

"That a committee consisting of 
Trustees H. Bishop, Mrs, Jenkins and 
the,;.mover, be appointed to mako full 
enquiry into the awarding of the con- 
tract'for the heating and ventilating of 
the, new .school at-Viotoria W.eat to Mr. 
Triicej^, of' Van'dbuver,. 'Tahd^,to .'report 
dirciBt ,to this boird-"'i ■ 

Trustee McNeil- ilii introducing, his 
resolution stated V thiat, his reason for 
'SO doing was' ' because' there ''was 
considerable dissatisfaction as to the 
method of the letting of the contract, 
and the ratepayers, he thought, were 
not Eufllcienily acquainted with the 
circumstances of the matter. The en- 
quiry would be as much in tho inter- 
ests of tho school board as of the pub- 
lic, and he 'suggested that statements 
sliould be obtained from tho architect 
and otliers and the whole facts of the 
case published in the pre.-5s. 

Could Not Sit on Committee, 

Mrs. Jenkins pointed out that as 
she had been a member of last year's 
board, and had been one to vote for 
lotting the contract to the Vancouver 
man, she could hardly, under tho cir- 
cumstances, be a member of the in- 
vestigation committee and 'sit in 
judgment on her own actions. In fact, 
sho pointed out, all the trustees who 
had been members of the board last 
year were in the same position, as the 
resolution granting the cotttrapt -to Mr, 
Tracey had been passed unanimously 
by last year's board. Trustee McNeil 
moved the reioliition, - but there was 
no seconder, and>the matter was drop- 
ped. , '• - ,' ,< 

The question, too, of the riepesslty 
of providing more accommodation In 
order to relieve the present congested 
state of tlie city schools, was brought 
•up, but Chairman Jay explained that 
by tho end of the month tho board 
would have to submit Its estimates for 
tlie present year, and that this mat- 
ter of Increased accommodation could, 
then be discussed,' 

Before ths business of the meeting 
was begun George Jay was unani- 
mously elected to the position of 
chairman, an office which he has hold 
during the past four years. He thank- 
ed the board for the honor done him, 
and ho took occasion to congratulate 
Trustees McNeil and Christie, the new 
members of the board, on tlieir elec- 
tion tliereto', lie believed the public 
lias every confidence in the hoard, and 
ho v.'as sure' that this year's board 
would fully merit that confidence. 

Returning Officer W. W, Northcott's 
olUcial return of the result of tlie last 
election for trustees was read, and a 
letter of thanks from tho relatives of 
the lato Dr. Eaton for the sympathy 
extended was also read. 

Request Refused 
' The request of J. W. Laing, of the 
'Collegiate school that the board grant 
to a class of hoys which he intended 
forming, space in one of the manual 
training rooms and also necessary 
equipment in order that the class 
miglit take a course In manual train- 
ing was refused. It "was pointed out 
that owing to the crowded condition 
of the schools and the fact tliat if 
the request were granted there would 
probably be other such requests whlcii 
it would be unwise to grant, the privi- 
lege could not be given. Two years 
ago tho board allowed Mr. Bolton's 
scholars a similar privilege, but the^ 
meeting last night decided that these - 
privileges granted to Mr. Bolton 
should be discontinued at the end 
of the term, 

A request from Mrs, MInty that her 
son be permitted to leave his present 
school and take up his studies in an- 
other was not allowed. Chairman 
Jay stated that it was the policy of 
the board not to allow of such chang- 
ing around and while there were 
doubtless some cases when children in 
one district attended a school in an- 
other it was generally because tho 
parents had recently moved their place 
of residence. 

Two communications from teachers 
who stated that they did not consider 
that the recent increase made in their 
salaries was adequate wore consider- 
ed. Both iippllqants for further In- 
creases will be hotlfled that'the JboardJ 
cannot see its way clear to make any' 
increase. 

Wants Change in Methods 

Trustee McNeil Introduced the 
question of a change in the method of 
fixing salaries. Pie considered that a 
graded system was the proper one 
and with a view of getting all infor- 
mation possible on the matter lie mov- 
ed that the secretary be Instructed to 
communicate with tlie boards of Van- 
couver, Winnipeg, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Hamilton, London, Halifax and St, 
John regarding the plan of employ- 
ment and payment of teachers in 
those cities. 

Trustee McNeil also brought up the 
quesLiuri of the separation of the of- 
fices of secretary and superintendent. 
This should be done, he thought, in 
tho interests of the board's work and 
ho suggested that Miss M, Maodon- 
ald, tho present assistant secretary, 
should be made secretary. This 
suggestion was adopted by tho board. 
In connection with. tho appointment of 
a superintendent to take, up tho work 
of the late ".l>r,. -Baton an advertise- 
ment will be inserted in the leading 
papers In this province as well as in 
the east, asking that applications for 
the position be sent in not later than 
March 10, the salary to be : fixed at 
$2,250. ' 

In view of ' the large ' amount of 
work which will this year be done on 
tlie city schools in the way of repairs 
and minor worlc it was decided that 
the board should appoint some archi- 
tect with whom to consult; - Applica- 
tion for the -position will be called for 
in the press, • ' . ' ■ . - , ■' ' 

Trustee Rlddell reported that work 
was progressing :rapldly on the new 
Victoria West school and that tho 
roof would soon be put on,

KLrmat'i the Missionary, Ac- 
cused of Having Buncoed 
Sprpe Sikh^,Soldiers, j .,, 

It was Oriental day yesterday in the 
small debts court, and tho ofhclals at 
tho court house are seriously thinlcing 
of applying to have an Exclusion act 
passed applicable to the corridors of 
tho building. The passages as well as 
the court room were thronged all day 
yesterday with crowds of Chinamen 
and Hindus, and they made their pres- 
ence most noticeable.' 

The Hindus were there on account 
of a dispute between G, D, Kumar, 
tho Buddhist missiotijary, who has 
broken Into priiit oA ' inore Liian ono 
occasion, and Harnam Singh, Rala 
Singh and another' Sikh, who claim 
that tho holy man has buncoed them 
out of ninety dollars; in thei.most ' ap- 
proved oonfldience fashion.- Kumar, on 
tho other hand, denies haVlh| had any 
linanoial tritinsciotlohs'with them of any 
kind whatsoever. ' 

The ■itory'''6£ 'iff»e SInghs, two of 
whom are^Tndian ■ arrny -.veterans with 
medals for; bra-yery, Is,vth§t they rented 
the lower part' of . the hbusfe ocdujJled 
by Kumar on Johnson street, 'about the 
middle of December, paying half a 
month's rent In advance. Soon after- 
wards Kumar, represented to them, ac- 
cording to their story, that it was hard 
for Hindus to get houses here and 
that it would bo well to secure the 
house for a year so that they could 
not be turned out. This seemed rea- 
sonable, so thoy paid him $90, wliich 
was supposed to represent their share 
of tho ront for a year. In support 
of this statement, besides that of the 
Interested parties, evidence was given 
by two other Siklis who swore that 
thoy were vL^lting their conipatxiots 
at the time tho transaction was con- 
cluded, and saw tho money change 
liands, for whici no receipt was given.

men are Sikns, wno are not^ averse to 
a, friendly glass on occasion, np.r to 
eating .meat, .

>rew walking shoes are sometimes 
inclined, to "slip" at the heels and a 
nasty, blister Is the result, A simple 
j)reyoiitive Is to rub the Inside of the 
slioeii with a lltle soap at the heel 
oefovc putting them on. 

.A quick method of making broad 
crumbs' is to put the crumb.s from a 
stale tin loaf into a mu.slin baK, tie 
f!t the top and rub it gently with both 
hands for a few minutes. , The bread 
will then be fine enough ior any pur- 
pose. 

if you have a fei'n tliat does not 
grow I'Mst onongii. try putting- the pot 
in hot wati-i - net boiling, but too hot 
to bear the hand. Tlii.s i.s especially 
tiood for the beautiful large fern that 
recfembles the wild fern that grows 
on some shady hillside. 

One often liears complaint.^ tliat tho 
boiler rust.s and ironmoids the clothe.?. 
To prevent this, as soon as the boiler 



is emptied rub well over with soap. 
This will not only prevent rust, it will 
also help to make suds for the next 

boiling. 

To Iccep mice away from pantries 
and cupboards sprinkle cayenne pep- 
per on the shelves. In boxes and ward- 
robes put lumps of camphor among 
the clothes, for mice dislike the smell 
of it. The camphor must be renewed 
every now and then, for It evaporates 
in the air. 

r^or easy boot clcsuiing brush th(^ 
boots free from dust, then with a bit 
of rag rub a little glycerine well into 
the leather. Eet nearly dry, then rub 
with a soft brusli, if rubbed after wear- 
ing with a velvet-covered pad or dust- 
er they will retain their polish for days 
and the glycerine helps to keep the 
leather a good color and to make it 
soft and comfortable to wear. 

Even when the oven Is quite right 
aiid the pastry has been made moder- 
ately rich, a woman will feel dissatis- 
fied at the appearance of a pie, bc- 
eaujie she misises the rich brown gloss 
that she has seen on pastry made by I 
practical cooks. To obtain this glos.s j 
she needs a wrinkle. It is produced | 
t>y egg wash. An egg Is beaten up | 
with a little sugar and a small quan- 
Ptlty of milk i.s added. With this wa.^h 
the pie is brushed over after the pastry 
has been flni.slied. 

Dresses, carpets and rug.s and all 
KOi'ts of woolen fabrics may be cleaned 
with i)ot,'ito water witliout injury to 
tlieir color. Put 11, i>int of water In a 
basin -and into it grate two raw po- 
tatoes. Then .^t.raiii this through a 
sieve, allowing the liquid to run into 
another l)Owl conlaining another pint 
of cold water. Lot this settle, then 
pour off the clear part into a bottle 
for future use. Dip a sponge into the 
potato water, with It - rub ^the 'Soiled 
garment carefully' and then' Wash it 
wih clear water. 



HERE AND THERE 

Tliere is in British Columbia today 
great need ul: the ciuiet i-noderation, 
tlie gentle firninesH that are charac- 
teristic of good women. 

In too many quarters men are ready 
to adopt violent moans to reach their 
ends and to appeal to the passions 
and prejtidices of their fellowmen 
rather 'than to their reason. 

Whatever may be our individual 
i opinions on the subject of Oriental 
I Immigration wo cannot but deplore the 
attempts, common in quarters from 
I which we .should look fur better thlligs 
j to create hatred and promote Strife in 
i our midst. 

It is far more Important that the 
Canadian people shall be masters of 
themselves, that they shall respect the 
righi-s of others and that they shall 
submit to the laws ot their country 
than that if it were .possible a few 
tliousand foreigners should be driven 
from our shores. If, as those who 
look out upon the world with widest 
vision believe, there must be a strug- 
gle for supremacy between- the peo- 
Ijles of the East and West does any 
one believe that the victors will be the 
weaker race? In that gi-eat battle, 
wliether it is to be waged with the 
weapons of war or fought out In the 
great field of labor, those vvho win 
will be men of clear brain, strong 
nerve, skilful hand, undaunted courage 
but above all of strictest Uitegrlty and 
of firm principle. 

Such men cannot come from homes 
presided over by weak self-indulgent 
women. Women who shirk the duties 
and responsibilities of life are not fit 
ted to become the mothers of heroe^ 
iln ail ages and throughout all lands 
the Influence of women 'has been great 
but perhaps it has never been strong- 
er than it is in Canada pow. It may 
well be hoped that wisdom shall, be 
given them to use that influence for 
tho good of, humanity, 
- ' 'i .<• * «. 
Mothers cannot be, too careful about 
the behavior of their, daughters. It 
may be necessary but'' it' is. none the 
less a matter- of regret that so many 
girls who have scarcely crossed the 
line between childhood and maiden- 
l-iood are sent to' earn their living in 
town... In , their inn,pcen^9. and inex- 
perience these' yoiing people are often 
exposed to' temptation's' whlch--are hard 
to bear. • r"-" ■ a 

One cannot but feel that some of 
them would be better .iat ■ home (or 
lather dt schools) even if - to keep 
them there a sacrifice niiist be made. 

If there is any doubt as. to the wis- 
dom of sending very young girls to 
work there is none as to allowing 
those who are not at work to come 
into town and spend their time on the 
streets. These children with minds 
unoccupied and without any sense of 
responsibility learn nothing but mis- 
chief. It is surprising that mothers 
who are iisually sensible will allow! 
their little girls to pas.s hours in town | 
where the.v have nothing to do and 
where they act so as to attract the at- 
tention of persons of the other sex as 
idle and foolish but not as Innocent as 
themselves. 

* « * 

All good housekeepers Iiate flies and 
every effort is made to exclude them 
from our dwellings. Fortunes hnve 
been made by tlie inventors of means 
ot tlieir destruction or their exclusion. 
I'^lypapers and screens for doors and 
windows have up to the present been 
relied upon for their banishment. 
However, until lately the fly iias boon 
looked upon rather as a nuisance 
than as a danger. But now learned' 
men tell us that he is a great dissem- 
inator Of disease and that the i)res- 
ence of flie.s is a menace to health, it 
used to be thought that tho appear- 
ance of large mnnlx'rs of those in- 
sects niigbt be looked upon as an in- 
dication that conditions were unwhole- 
some. In tho ca.so of the liousokeeiier 
who found that during the preser\-ing 
season her kitchen was infested by 
swarms of flies this reason did I'lo't 
apply. They might bring infection into 
tho hotiso but there was nothing un- 
wlu)les()iTU> about the smell of boiling 
sugar which atlnietod them. So con- 
\'ineed have the health authorities of 
IHrooklyn and Manhiittan become ot 
tho danger to the public health of tlio 
housefly that they have resolved to 
destroy it. 'I'he result fif this e.xperi- 
jnent will be awaited with interest. 

In the n-icantlmc all cities, Victoria 
included, would do well to remove tho 
causes which are known to endanger 
human health and wdilch, incidental!\-, 
seem to promote the Increase of flies! 
Our city Is very far from being as 
clean as it should be. This Is alto- 



gether Irrespective of the measures 
taken for public sanitation. Victoria 
will never be as clean as It should be 
till every respectable family wltliln 
the city limits .makes every effort to 
rid their premises of everything that 
can cause disease, or even give reason 
able cause of offence.

COURTEOUS^^CHILDREN 

While of teaching many tilings 
there is no end, the teaching of 
'manners' does not receive tho amount 
of attention its importance demands. 
'J'o be sure, courtesy cannot be In-J 
culcated by teaching alone. In this 
respect, example is worth many pre- 
cepts. Children arc naturally imitat- 
ive, even In infancy, which is perhaps 
one reason why every generation of 
culture C(nmt.s. But they cannot b(^ 
left to acquire correct bohavious en- 
tirely by Imitation. Good manners 
should .be taught as an 'applied art,' 
and the teaching should begin with 
the child's earliest years. This is al- 
most the only way la which co,urtesy 
will become second nature, as it 
should be. Good breeding goes much 
deeper than surface politeness, which 
is apt to be rubbed off here and 
there, disclosing an unpolished sub- 
stratum. 

While this Is a splendid age in 
many respects. It Is certainly not an 
age of chivalry. There are various 
causes which have produced this effect 
but one of them Is undoubtedly the 
lack of home training, in a kfiider- 
garten lately, a small lioy was with 
diliiculty made to understand tliat he 
must cross behind the little girls, not 
in fi'ont of them. Deference to women 
or girls, young or old, and evidently 
not been any part of his home edtica- 
tion. In a certain home that one liiiows 
of, the little son is a perfect little gen- 
tleman in t|»e. pa^lpr holds the door 
open for' hlSi mtStljer 'anticipates the 
wishes of tho elderly visitor proffers 
tlie best seat to his grandmother — 
and Is thoroughly disliked in tho 
kitchen -by the maids,'to whom he is 
rude and domineering. He is liable 
to grow up, unless some one takes him 
in hand, into the kind of man who 
will crowd into the street car In front 
of tlie worlting woman, and will not 
think it worth while to give ui> his 
seat to any shabby dressed woman, 
liow^ever old or tired. Happily, It is 
only once in a while that one meets 
among Canadian men ])ersons of this 
type. One has set-n a well-dressed 
i)usiness man taking time to help a 
washerwoman on tlie car with her 
bundle.' But the'< J rush - for business, 
sport, knd dth6rllnterests,f the national 
standard Of chiirktfyJs tending down- 
ward Instead of upward? 

It Is the part of; every mottieI^— and 
father too— to teach the boys and 
girls to be really and truly courteous, 
not only to those of their own class, 
but to everybody, as something they 
owe to themselves as well as to those 
they have to do with, 'i'oach them to 
respect tho rights of others, in their 
own homos and out of It, to wait upon 
tlu! weak', to show deference to tho 
aged, to be considerate towards do- 
mestics or the jjoor. Make tho boys 
see that to be gentlemanly is to bo 
more, not less, manly, and teach the 
girls to return deference with cour- 
tesy. Have we not all too often seen 
the woman who accepts the seat 
which the tired workman has given 
up to her, wltjjput a word of loolc of 
thanks, and haven't ws longed to re- 
mind her, as children are .sometimes 
reminded, 'WelT, what do you say for 
It?' 

That is a beautiful motto, 'Noblesse 
oblige.' Teach the spirit of it to your 
children. — ^Montreal witness.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Table linen, in order to bring dtit the 
bright glo?s that makes it attractive, 
should be dampened quite considerab- 
ly, before ironing. , 

A stain from cocoa or chiocolate 
must be treated promptly, W^t in cold 
water, then stretch over a bowl and 
pour boiling water through. A cho- 
colate stain that has been allowed to 
dry is very hard to remove. 

Alum'niuni, though rather expen- 
sive, Is considered the best tor cooking 
utensils, it is light In weight and has 
a clean-looking appearance, A simple 
washing in so.ap-suds and hot water, 
then a thorough drying, is all 'that Is 
necessary to keep the ware In good 
condition. 

One of the best /urniluro cleaners 
obtainable is made as follows: Take 
equal jiarts of turpentine, boiled lin- 
seed oil and vinegar. Shake well be- 
fore using, 'Wet a small flannel cloth 
with the solution, rub furniture thor- 
oiighl.v, then rub with largo dry ilan- 
nel cloth and you will bo surprised at 
tho effect. 

To clean chandelier globes that have 
become smoked and grimy, thoy should 
be left for some minutes in hot water 
In wliieli a piece of washing soda lias 
been dissolved. Afterward wash them 
In hot water with a little ammonia,, 
scouring the discoloratlons with a 
small, not too stiff, brush. 

There are several ways of loo.'jening 
tho glass stoiipers of bottles or cruets. 
One is to stand tlie bottle in hot wat- 
er; another Is to drop a Utile oil with 
a feather between tin; stopper and tho 
botllo and set near the lirci.

Mayor-Elect Hall Orders Chief 
of Police to Stop Ail Fights 
in This City. 



Mayor-elect Dr. Lewis Hall has is- 
sued instructions to Clilcf of Police 
Langley that no boxing contests are 
to be held la this city until the ap- 
pointment of a police commission has 
been made by the provincial govern- 
ment. 

This means that all of the boxing 
contest.') that have been arranged or 
wero proposed for the amusement of 
tho fight fans in this city will bo in- 
definitely postponed and that tho ques- 
tion as to wlio are tho better men in 
the various classes In the fistic arenas 
will bo held in abeyance until the new 
police commission either grant permis- 
sion to tho ambitious pugilists of tho 
Canadian coast cities or refuse alto- 
gether to let the manly art of self de- 
fence bo exhibited in this city. 

'The action of the mayor was precip- 
itated by tho fact that it had been 
brougln to his attention that fights 
liad been arranged to take place with- 
in tho city limits in the very near fu- 
ture and that other contests were be- 
ing arranged i:or. Although it lias 
been customary in tho past to allow 
sparring contests of a limited number 
oC rounds permission to hold these 
contests was granted through the mo- 
ilium of the police commission, which 
at present is not In existence. The 
mayor feels that ho has not the au- 
tliorlly to grant permits during the 
period tliat tho police commission is 
out of office. 

Tho chief of iiollce stated last night 
that he had instructions t0..p^t fi,. stop 
to all boxing contests and that until 
the reappointment of a new commis- 
sion no boxing bouts would be hold in 
the city even for limited round fight.

C. A. A. U. is the fact that a local 
application is made to apiily in speclllc 
cases. Tho definition follows: 

An :miateur is a person who lias 
not competed in any competition for 
a staked bet, nionles, private, public, 
or gate' receipts, ,or,cortipeted "with or 
against a professional- for a prize,' who' 
has never tauglit or a.sslstcd in the 
pursuit of any athletic exercises or 
sport as a mean.-i of livelihood, who has 
never directly or Indirectly received 
any bonus, or a payment in lieu of 
loss of time while playing as a member 
of any club, or any inoney considera- 
tion whatever for any services as an 
athletic, except his actual traveling 
and hotel expenses, or who hu.s never 
entered any competition under a name 
other th.an Ids own, or wlio has never 
been guilty of selling or pledging his 
prizes. 

Any memher, individual, team or 
club who competed against a profes- 
sional team, club or Individual, when 
there is a gate or entrance fee charged, 
shall bo classed a.s prol'ession.al. 

Amateur athletics shall not lose their 
amateur status by competing with or 
a.gainst a person Who has competed 
against professionals in cricket 
mutches, or In ordinary club football 
matches under sanction of tho National 
l<''oothaU association or National Bug- 
gy Unions of' England, Scotland, Ire-' 
land or Wales, cither In competition 
or for which no prizes aro given. 

No person who at a.ny time from tlie 
date of the passage of this act (May 
n, iSlO-l) has knowingly become a pro- 
fessional, shall be reinstated as an 
amateur. 

No application for reinstatement to 
full amateur status siiall bo enter- 
tained unless the ."ipplieaut shall have 
abstained from all professional con- 
duct fur t'vvo years, and can be acted 
upon only at tho annu.-i.l meeting of 
the Can.-idian Amateur .\tliletlc Union. 
A two-tliii'ils vote shall be necessary 
for reinstatement.

BROKE WORLD'S RECORD

Kiders in First Hour of Six- Day Race

I''oglcr, of the team of 
Koot and Fogler, set a dizzy pace as 
leader during the lirst hour, and Pis- 
tab, and Stonhousc, who was riding 
with Moran,- were' distanced during 
the first fifteen, minutes and both 
dropped out of the race. Monroe and 
Morgan will each ride., alone, being 
given a handicap of fifty miles, or 
1,200 laps for the six days. 

At 11 p.m. the score was: Root-Fog- 
ler, Lawaon-Moran, Bardgett-Mltten, 
IIopper-Holdbrook, Sherwood-'Wlley, 
1C4 miles seven laps; Morgan^ 138 
miles, ten laps; Monroe, 137 miles ten 
laps.

It Is the 
most active kind of handball played on 
a 40 foot court; wlth'a t-wO-foot six-Jinoh 
net Btrotched across the centre. .So 
much favor has It found In the Mercury 
Foot Gymnasium that Howard Gould 
installed a court In Ills private stable 
so that he might be sure of the opportu-^ 
nity for play when h'e wished. 

"James H. HasHn, who Is this year 
tho independent candidate for the pres- 
idency of the club. Is one of tho oldest 
chaniplon.'i at the game and a coiLstant 
plnyor. This season the ranks of de- 
votees have recruited Jolm Appleton Al- 
len, Yale's most famous tennis cliam- 
plon, who has recently returned from 
the Cobalt ROld fields. The old Taio 
player is up for the game of 21 aces 
every afternoon. He prefers slUKles to 
doubles, and expects to enter for tho 
tournaments that Slugcne J. G lanninl 
plans tb .hold T^rlthln a w£sk. 

"The tricks of cutting, placing and 
driving the ball as with the tennis rac- 
quet appear to have come easily to the 
former Yale champion. I-Io has shown 
remarkable proficiency, and is expected 
to take the measure of W. Di Lyon, who 
won all of the sihglo tournaments last 
year, and Who has never met defeat in 
tournament odmpetltlon. With S. T. 
.Shaw us his partner, Lyon also won the 
doubles honors last season. 

"The game is generally a combination 
of l.awn tennis and handball. The ball 
is atroked with eitlier hand instead of 
i-ac<iuct, and tho court Is somewhat 
smaller. The pl.ay develops remarkable 
fast foot work and ajrillty, affording 
tho most perfect exorcise. To proIoiiK a 
match so as to give the best results the 
system of handball scoring, that of aces, 
has beeii ' malntiitned. ' By this method 
the service changes sides at every miss 
or faulty return, and tho aces continue 
until the side counting L'l aces first 
wins. By tlie system of h.andicappinjjr 
a playor begins with, say five aces to 
his credit against an opponent begin- 
ning to Bcoro from scratch. The strol<es 
which an expert may develop are aston- 
ishlng- and the gamo is ono which holds 
its admirers. 

"How.ard Ooiild Is said to h.ave Initi- 
ated young Jay Gould into tho fine 
points, of 'tlie game on his pylvato court, 
with thb' . result' that ^thd young < court 
tennis player lias become a great' ex- 
perl. He has yet to appear in public, 
liiiwoviT, anil .sliow his game. Tho eom-

Tho four-masted barkcntine Charles 
P. Crocker, from Redondo for Tacoma, 
had a narrow escape from being lost 
off the 'Vancouver Island coast in the 
heavy gale which was felt here on 
Sunday afternoon, and John Sandvvlck, 
an able seaman, fell from the jibboom 
and was washed away in the caldron 
of waters in which the vessel was la- 
boring an drowned. It was at 3 p. m. 
Sunday that the fatality occurred. At 
the time the barkentine was only a 
short distance outside of Cape l'"lat- 
tery, in latitude 48:40 north, longitude 
125:30 west. The vessel's log gives 
the following account of the seaman's 
death: 

"The seamen on the Dort watch were 
on tho jib-boom to furl the jibs. 
Through some cause, unknojvn Seaman 
John Sandwick feiriinto' this sea and 
got lost, although J- %-? Ufe'-rlng was 
thrown. But the.-mja&'; could not be 
seen on account of Jts blowing a heavy 
gale from, the- -sbuthSast, the. sea was

AJl that 
could be done was to head the' vessel 
out to sea and stand off. ■ ''It was not 
long before the maintopmast and fore- 
topmast staysails carried away. The 
force of the wind may bo illustrated 
by the fact that the ringbolt in the 
deck holding th« sheet of the inaln top- 
mast staysail was pulled out of the 
deck. 

It was just after this that tho port 
watch was sent out on the jib to furl 
the head sails. The vessel was only 
a short distance outside of Capo Flat- 
tery and the men were working in 
great danger, the vessel being lifted 
high by the great waves only to come 
down with great thumps. It is 
thought that Sandwick reached over 
to seize a gasket ,with wliicli to I'asten 
tho jib, when tho vessel lurched, he 
lest his balance and fell to death. 

During Sunday night the . Crocker 
had a fearful time in a storm of hur- 
ricane force. Until midnight the wind 
iwa.s from tiie south. All tho sail that 
tlie vessel could carry was cracked on 
during tho evening and she wa;; head- 
ed to the southwest in an effort to 
keep her froni running onto Vancouver 
i.sland, a lee shore. But the sea was 
terrific and in spite of the canva.s the 
vessel was carrying tho current was 
gradually carrying her to Vatu-ouvcr 
island. For a time it was feared she 
would go ashore. At 11 p. ni., when 
the cre-iv was about to clew it up, the 
foresail carried away with a noise like 
the report of a. cannon. Vancouver 
l.sland shore was only seven or eight 
miles off and the wired was seemingly 
sending the staunch baritentine to her 
doom. 

About midnight the wind siiiftcd to 
southwest and continued to blow with 
awful force. By this time (^npe Beale 
light was scon not many miles awav. 
With the shifting of the wind tho ves- 
sel was brought about on starboard 
tack and carrying tho two foi-etoijsa ils, 
full ni,i in.'!!! II and a. single rcofcul mi-/,- 
zc.'i, .'ilie headed for Cape I'^latl oi-,\-. 
Thl.H alono kept the Crocker from fimi- 
ing licr grave on the Ice shore and, 
although it blew a liurrlcano all night, 
the vessel kept clear of the land. 

On Monday morning the Crocker 
found herself off the strait ngain and! 
at 11 a. m. was >)lcked up by tlic Pros- j 
per, much to the relief of Capt. Dvvars 
and his men ,who had had a most try- 
ing experience.

.would be a very creditable '^perform ■ 
ance with such a large ship and taking 
into account the immense quantity of 
other work on hand In the yard. Her 
dimensions, etc., are as follows:

feet; tonnage, gross, 8,770 tons; '.^poed, 
17 knots; horse-power, 7,300. 

Tho vessel is being built under 
Lloyd's special survey, and will doubt- 
less be classed 100 Al.

The word "cravat"- came into our 
language about 1636. Prior to that' 
year a feature ot the > uniform of the 
Austrian cavalry was a wide band of 
coarse linen worn in folds aroand the 
neck under their sliort Hussar jack- 
ets. Tills cavalry organi-/,ation wa.s 
called tho "cravate," Its iiiendjers be- 
ing styled the "Cravatos." 

Later in the seventeenth century, 
France rccriillcd a n^Kiment of cav- 
alry, adopting for it the uniform of 
the Austrian regiment recruited in 
Croatia, calling it the Iloyal Cravates. 
Later in Kngland tho word "cravat" 
was applied to a handkerchief. 

After the battle of Steamkirk, in 
Flanders, in 1(102, an lingllsh officer 
brought homo the "steamkirk," a 
long, Ilovving ncckscarf edged with line 
l'"leniish laco, the ends of which were 
drawn through a buttonhole of enor- 
mous si-/.e. The neckwear of today 
is clearl>- traceable to the .steamkirk 
and the inodltication it underwent. —

PLANHRE FORMED 

Will Occupy Large Tract of 
: Land on North Side of 
Tliompson River, 



Vancouver, Jan. 22. — "The people of 
British Columbia, through their pre- 
mier, !Hon. Richard McBride, . have ex- 
tended to our peopiQ a '-most , cordial 
welcome," said Jleader D."'M. "SborB oc 
the 'party of Dunkards, ^ which has just 
returried from a visit >to Victoria upon 
business connected with the coloniza- 
tion of nearly 100,000 acres of land 
near Ashcroft. 'Every favor that we 
asked of the provincial government 
• was granted without hesitation, and 
: Wevare greatly pleased that we are to 
'{T afettle..in a section of nio country where 
the' b'fllcials and the PQople generally 
seem so willing to extend to us hearty 
encouragement." 

The party of Dunkards consists 'of 
James Muir and W. R. Flanery of Kan- 
sas City, Mo,; D. M. Shorb, first vice- 
president of the First State Bank; F. 
II. Bradley and D. S. Petry of Surrey, 
Nortli Dakota; P. E. Hopkins of Kan- 
sas City is also a member of the party, 
ho having been instrumental in secur- 
ing tlie lands which the Dunkards have 
just purchased. , 

Thirty thousand acres of land have 
already been purchased outright by the 
Dunkards within ten mllGS of Ash- 
croft, and leases carrying options of 
purclia.se have been secured upon 50,- 
000 more acres adjoining. The land is 
situated just across the Thompson 
river from tlie town of Ashcroft, and 
lies in a semi-circle between the river 
and the foothills to tne north. All of 
the land is capable of being Irrigated 
and as the Dunkards have also pur- 
chased the electric light and water 
plants of the city of Ashcroft, plans 
will immediately be made for the con- 
struction of an immense reservoir and 
great ditches along the higher lands of 
the valley. . ,, 

Commencing the first daj' of March 
the Dunkc^rds will construct the re- 
servoir and ditches as rapidly as pos- 
sible until all Is ready for irrigating 
the fertile valley lands. The sum of 
half a million dollars will be spent upon 
the Irrigating system alone, and a 
large sum will bo devoted to extending 
the electric lighting and water systems 
to every home in the colony. 
.The lands that have been and are 
to bo purchased are to be divided in 
five and ten acre tracts. Some of the 
settlers will purchase only five acres, 
and none- of them will be given more 
than ten acres. It is the belief of the 
leaders of the Dunkards' cdlbnizatlon 
plan that a man cannot -farm more 
than ten acres profitably, ' 

. More than seven hundred Dunkards 
and their friends have agreed to build 
homes in the new colony lands, and 
have promised to go to Ashcroft as 
soon after March 1 as possible. A 
general conference of the Dunkards is 
to be held in Iowa in about two 
months, and one of the most impor- 
tant matters that will come before the 
..gathering will be the allotment .of 
lands in the new colony. 
.'As soon as the party now in this 
city return to their homes missionaries 
will be sent to gather new settlers to 
take up the remaining land, and it is 
the hope of the society that all of the 
.30,000 acres will be sold within the 
year. , 

In speaking of the Dunkards and 
their religion, one of the members of 
the party said last night: "We are a 
religious people, but not so strict as 
some would believe. We do not com- 
pell a man to become a member of our 
sect before ho can take up land in our 
colonies. All we ask is that he prop- 
erly till the .soli and that lie be a good 
citizen. Our people inter-marry with 
other religiou.s dominations, and our 
schools and churchea are open to all 



alike. We now have more than 100,000 
members scattered throughout the 
United atates, we have miSHloiiarles in 
many foreign lands and are establish- 
ing colonics wh(irevor our people de- 
sire to' make their home." 

Tlio iirinclpal olijer-t of the Dunk- 
ards' visit to Ashcroft was to completo 
the purchase of the lands there, as 
well as the public utilities oC the city. 
As soon as the deeds luid conveyed the 
land to the Icadern oC the party. It was 
decided to visit Victoria for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether the pro- 
vincial government would construct a 
bridge across the Thompson river and 
make other needed improvements in 
the highways in that section. They 
were assured that the bridge would bo 
built as soon ns the settlers arrived, 
and that all possible would bo done to 
better the conditions of the roads. The 
methods of the Dunkards In disposing 
of their lands to selected purchasers 
was discussed and heartily commended 
by the ofllcials, who promised them 
every support to protect their titles. 

The Dunkards will leave Vancouver 
this afternoon direct for their homes 
in the ^East. Before going they will 
secure a splendicl display of fruits 
gro.vvn Jn.the vicinity of Ashcroft from 
the government exhibit at Victoria. 

One, of the most Interesting remarks 
made by leader D. M. Shorb of the 
Dunkards trhile In Vancouver was to 
the effect that his party had been most 
agreeably suiprlsed by the prosperity 
of the city and the surrounding coun- 
try.- He said that business Is as good 
again as It Is In Dakota, and that 
everything "about the cfty teemed with 
prosperity.

G. K. Chesterton, " wflting In the 
Daily News, saysir— "I And that there 
really are human beings who think 
fairy tales bad for .children. I do not 
speak of the man 'in the green tie, for 
him I can never, count ..; truly human. 
But a lady has Written me an earnest 
letter saying that fali-y: tales ought not 
to be taught to children even if they 
are true. She says that it is cruel to 
toll children fairy tale.^, because it 
frightens them. You might just as 
well say that it is cruel to give girls 
sentimental novels because It makes 
them cry. All this kind of talk Is bas- 
ed on that complete forgetting of what 
a child Is like, which has boon the firm 
foundation of bo many educational 
schemes, If you kept bogeys and gob- 
lins away from children they would 
make them up for themselves. .On© 
small child in the' darlc can Invent 
more hells than Swcdonborg. One 
small child can imagine monsters too 
hig and black to got Into any picture, 
and give them names too unearthly and 
cacophonous to have occurred In the 
cries of any lunatic. Tiio child, to be- 
gin with, commonl.v likes liorrors, and 
he continues to indulge in them even 
when ho does not like them. There Is 
Just as much dUhculty In sayijig ex- 
actly where pure pain begins in his 
case as tiiere is in ours when we walk 
of our own free will into the torture 
chamber of a groat tragedy. The fear 
does not come from fairy tales; tho 
fear comes from,,yio, universe and the 
soul. 

The timidity OT^tlie child' or tho sav^ 
aga'is ehtl't'ely'-'i'aaSOhable; they ar<5 
alarmed at this world, because this 
world Is a very alarming place. They 
dislike being alone because it Is verily, 
and Indeed an awful Idea to be alone. 
Barbarians fear the unknown for the 
same rea.son that Agnostics worship 
It; . bccau.se it is a fact. Faii-y tales, 
then, are not responsible for producing 
In children fear, or any of fne shapes 
of fear;' fairy tales do not give the 
Child the idea of the evil or tlio ugly; 
that is in- tho child alread.v, because it 
i."S in the world already. Fairy tales do 
not give a child his first idea of bogey. 
The baby has known the dragon inti- 
mately ever since ho had an imagina- 
tion. "Wliat the fairy tale provides for 
him is a St. George to kill tho dragon. 

Exactly what tho fairy tale does is 
that— it accustoms him by a series of 
clear pictures to the Ide.i that these 
limitless terrors had a limit, that these 
shapeless enemies have enemies in the 
knights of God, that there is something 
In the unlvcr.so more mystical than 
darkness, and stronger than sitrong 
oar. When I was a child I have 
tared at the darkness until tho whole 
black bulk of It l^irned into one negro 
iant taller tlian Heaven. If there was 
one star in the sky it only made him a 
Cyclops. .But fairy tales restored i^ny 
mental health, for next day I read an 
aullientic account of liow a negro giant 
with one eye, of quite equal dimen- 
sions, liad been baffled by a little boy 
like myself (of similar inexperience 
and even lower social status) liy 
means of a sword, some bad riddles, 
and a bravo hcilrt. Sometimes tho sea 
at night seemed as dreadful as any 
dragon. But then I was acquainted 
with many youngest sons and little 
sailors to whom a dragon or two was 
as slmplo as the sea. 

Take tho most horrible of Grimms' 
talcs In incident and imagery, the ex- 
oollent talc of the "lioy wiio Cjiuid not 
Shudder," and you ^vlll see what I 
mean. There aro some living shocks 
in that tale. I remember specially a 
man's legs wlilch fell down tho chim- 
noy by tliemselves and \vaIkod aliout 
tho room until they v.'ere rc.|oined by 
tho severed head arid bojiy which fell 
down tho chimney after them. That 
is very good. But tho point of liie 
story and tho point of tho reader's 
feelings is not tliat these things wore 
frightening, but tho far more striking 
fact that the hero was not frightoned 
of them. The most fearful of all these 
fearful wonders was his own abseneo 
of fear. IIo slapiied tho bogeys on the 
back and asked the devils t{) drink 
wino with him; many a time in my 
youth, when stifled with some modern 
morbidity, I have iirayed for a double 
portion of his spirit, If you have not 
road the end of his story go and read 
it; it is tho wisest thjng in the world. 
The hero was at last taught to shud- 
der by taking a wife who threw a pail 
of cold water over him-!. 'ln,'that ono, 
sentence there la more ' of the real 
meaning of marriage than In all the 
books about sex that cover Europe and 
America.

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the London Times, writing under date 
of December 2-!, said: V 

General Kuropatklii, in giving evi- 
dence befoie liio Buprcmo court-martial 
as to tho circumstances attending Gen- 
oral StoBsol's usurpation of tho com- 
mand at Port Arthur, said that during 
the wltness'i3 visit to tho fortress Gen- 
eral Stossel hud ruvealed an Intimate ac- 
(iuaintance with tho fortifications and 
locality, and was designated by tlie 
viceroy as candidate for the post of 
commandant, as events pointed at tho 
time to the possibility of the lird (Sto.i- 
sel) Army Corps, then in occupation of 
the. Kwang-tung peninsula, being garri- 
soned, in tho -fortress. (Subsequently 
half the .'oorps" went to theivTalu.) At 
the' end of December, 1903", or the be- 
ginning of January, 190 1, this plan was 
abandoned by the Viceroy who recom- 
mended General ytossel to command the 
army corps and General Smirnoff to 
command the fortress. When Port Ar- 
thur was declared In a state of siege 
on February 9, 1904, ho made Inquiries 
us to General Smlrnoff'.s fitness for so 
responsible a post, and received from 
General SakharotT and the Viceroy tiie 
most satisfactory description of General 
Smirnoff as a man of firm character. 
On the appointment being ratified ho 
urged tluU General Smirnoff should 
leave AVarsaw for Port Arthur without 
delay. General .Smirnoff reached Port 
Arthur on March 17, and on the 2.')tli 
the Viceroy issued an order appointing 
Gchcral Stoaael temporarily to the com- 
mand of the Kwang-tung intrenched 
camp with tho commandant of Port Ar- 
thur subject to Ills orders. It was this 
order that placed General Smirnoff in 
tiie position of a commander of an undc- 
taciied corps, whereas the military code 
provides that tho commandant of a fort- 
ress in time of siege is e<|uivalent to 
the head of a di.-tached corps 

After the battio of Kln-chau tho wit- 
ness came to the conclusion, from tho 
reports of Gener.tl Stossel and of the 
officers arriving from Port Arthur, that 
tlie General iiad lost nerve, since he al- 
ready looked upon the position as ex- 
ceedingly grave and demanded urgent 
and speedy relief, complaining that tlie 
fortress was getting short of amniunl- 
tlon, though as yet not a shot had been 
fired from the land forts. Ho thereupon 
communicated his doubts about General 
Stossel to tho Viceroy, and asked him 
to malce inquiries from some Admiral 
In Port Arthur as to General Stossel's 
qualifications for the command. Tlie 
answer of Admiral 'Witthovt was unfa- 
vorable; he stated that General Stos- 
sol's authority was only respected be- 
cause of his seniority. Gen-.'ral Kuropat- 
kln thereupon, with tha approval of tlie 
Vicero.v, sent Lin: following order to 
Genei-al Stossel: "As your command of 
tho intrenched camp has ceased and you 
have retired to thi^ fortress, I enjoin you 
ill accnrd.ance with the Viceroy's opin- 
ion, and with the code of milltnry reg- 
ulations relating to fortresses, especially 
article 57, to transfer the command to 
the commandant of tho fortress and to 
leave by .any route you may choose, 
say by torpedo boat, for the' Manchurlaii 
army, wliero you will at tho earliest 
possibility bo given aij^ army corps." 
This order was simultaneously trans- 
mitted to General Smirnoff, but was In- 
tercepted by .Stossel. A duplicate copy 
_Yvas. addressed via Ying.-kau under cover 
to Lieutenant Gantlinui'o.ff, and a third, 
copy despatched two dayis later. . ' 'Si/..'' 

In reply to this order he received- the 
f olio wi ng communication .„ from , General 
Stossel: 

"I received your confidential order 
dated July 2 lato la.st night, while I 
stood in the front line of Captain Pu- 
saiioff's battery, where for the last two 
days we have been fighting' to obtain 
possession of tlio heights -adjoining 
Mount Kuinsan. This order, . I must 
franlvly avow, has greatly astonished' 
me, and I venture to express what, I 
am profoundly convinced, aro the dif- 
ficuliies in the way of putting the order 
in immediate execution. I' am woll 
known to all the trooBS, who believe in 
me; tlio Kuropeaii, and especially the 
Chinese population, know me well, and 
If some persons consider my measures 
to bo too severe, yet everybody agrees 
tliat order 'Can only bo maintained in 
such times by such measures. My de- 
parture would give rise to inertness and 
to discouragement, which I am doing 
everything in my power to prevent. I 
have oftim solicited the Viceroy to allow 
ino to loavo for the Held, army and re-, 
pcated my request on the occasion of 
his recent departure, but on each occa- 
sion hi? gave me a categorical refusal. 
At that time, when things were compar- 
atively quiet, my departure was possible, 
wherea.s now tliat the siege is being 
pressed with vigor, and everything de- 
ponds on me, it is impossible,. Generals 
Fock, Kondratenko and .Nikltin heart- 
ily : co-operate with -me 'and believe in 
mo. Knowing as I do General Fock's 
character and opinions nnd respecting 
him, I am convinced that matters would 
not run so smoolhly as in my presence, 
and that would bo detrimental to the 
work in Itand. Of course my position 
here is fraught with many more dtf-: 
ffcultles than It would be In the field 
army, and, I repeat, I have often solicit- 
to be tr.an.sf erred whil(! that was poss- 
ible, but now I repeat that it would be 
attended with great harm. At tho pres- 
ent moment, after two days' glorious 
fighting, the sphere of my operations 
has once more become enlarged. I re- 
port tho above in all sincerity as In 
duty bound, in the llrm assurance that 
you will give it your earnest considera- 
tion. I would bog you also to tnko into 
consideration my views as to General 
SmirnoK. .Ho may be an excellent man, 
but ho Is at bottom .a professor; the 
case would bo different with Kondr.'i- 
tenko. If you nevertheless consider my 
departure necessary, I shall hold it my 
dut.y to tnlie all measures In my power 
to obey, though It Is now becoming 
more and more difhoult to get away 
owing to the effectual supervision of all 
outgoing craft by the enemy." 

'What iiKire jiartlcularly arrested tlie 
wltnesH's attention in the above report 
was tho passage .stating that tho Hold 
of operations had once more becomo en- 
larged. 

In reply to questions put to him by 
tho presiding judge. General Kuropatkin 
proc(;edcd to state that no further order 
was sent to General Stossel in view of 
tho above statement and of the difticnity 
of despatching messages to tho beleag- 
uered fortress. He had seen fit to place 
reliance in General Stossol's communi- 
cation, an tho course of the siege right 
up to December Ifi ccnilirmed him In his 
opinion that his conlldence had not boon 
misplaced. It was necessary to boar In 
mind tJie c.oi:!dl^on .of the,. fortress. No 
'ni-St-''clasi9'^':f6rtr,eBS 'ioould- be -completed 
In the spaee of three years. Hence at 
the opening of hostilities tho fortlllea- 
tlons wr-re far from completion, tikmi! 
was a lack of stores and of troops to 
garrison the' fdrtresS) 'Lleutonant-Col- 
oneI'« Schwartz's: estimate ,.o£ 13,9,000 
men ' as •being. ■^SquIrW/'-tvariiJ' a'oneral 
Smirnoff's ostlmato of :(1vg roglniotitH, 
wore botli extreme views. Tho real dlf- 
(Iculty was that the garrison could not 
be supplied witli tho necessary artillery 
and engineer stores. The providing of 
Bdveral hundred guns was attended with 
ImmcnRO difficulties; It was considered 
at that time undesirable to order the 
guns abroad, and tho Obukhoff works 
could only supply a, fow guns per an- 
num, HO that old guns had to be roquhsl- 
tlonod from other fortresseB,

Ottawa, Jan. 21,— Tho report of Mac- 
kenzie King, the royal commissioner to 
inquire into the influx oC: Oriental labor 
Into Canada, was presented to parlia- 
ment last evening. ,' Yii-jiwKvV.V^t! 

After a searching indtilryiu^nto tlio 
vexed problem of Japanese iinmigration. 
tlio ciumuissloner throws a new liRlit 
on tlie responsibility of the Japanese 
goveriinient for tho sudden increase of 
Japanese landing in British Columbia 
during -last summer. The report of Mr. 
ICing establishes that the. Japanese gov- 
ernineiit haS been all ' alorig^observlng 
the bona fides of the agri'ement to re- 
strict IininlKration wlien the treaty with 
Japan was entered into, and tliat tile 
departure of the .Japanese foreign ol- 
flce in April, last, , from the regulations 
bitherto'in force;; practically proliibltlng 
tlie emigration of laborers to this coun- 
try, was made at the instance ot the 
Canadian Nippon Supply company, 
backed by llie C. P. R. and other influ- 
ential Canadian interests, which repre- 
sented at '.Poyko that Japanese labor 
was needed and deslroil in tliis countr.\'. 

"if there ivas a change," .says Mr. 
Kin.t;, "in tlie policy of .lapaii. it was 
nut one which could adversely affect 
tlK? interests of this country without a 
Canadian citizen or a Canadian corpora- 
lion first placinK upon It the seal of 
Ills ui its approval." 

In other wonls Mr. JvlnR finds that 
no malice was present on the part ot 
the Japanese government, nor that any 
desire to altor Us policy or rcstrlctlnjj 
lmmi.i,M-;ition, as shown during the pre- 
ceding sl.f years, can b.B, charged, and 
that the cau.se of the lnflU5C'"that ' has' 
agitated Britisli Columbitt- Is traceablo 
to Canadian sources, . ■ 

In his analysis of the' extent of the 
Japanese Jmaiigratlbn . of;' the.' first ten 
months of last yeai', Mr. King finds 
that of a total of 8,125 only 4,229 re- 
mained in Ciinada. Of this total 2,779 
came frmn the Il.awallan Islands and 
only 1,011 canie from .lapa.n direct. Of 
this latter total, about 900 were brought 
to Canada under contract, as being re- 
quired liy tho C. P. It.: 151 were des- 
tined for thi- I'nlled States, but were re- 
jected by United States officials and 
allowed to remain in Can.-ola under tlu' 
niedicu! suporvi.sion of the immigration 
deiiarlrnent: 300 were persons formerly 
re.sident in Canada, and 100 were moreli- 
ants, officers, student.^, and travelers, in 
the la.sl analysis, therefore, only 100 
coald be classed as immigrants who 
came from Japan Under the normal con- 
ditions prevailing. That i.s to say thai, 
during the ten inontlis only two hun- 
dred .fapanesc were sent from Japan 
under the old asroement. This leads 
the royal commissioner to say that 
nothing;' could mot-e, strikingly indicate 
that the-' Japaiieso/ government was ac^t- 
ing all along In good faith. In seeking to 
observo its understanding with Canada. 

The report makc^ sixty printed pages, 
and Includes a resume of the immigra- 
tion of the previous seven years and 
the generiil s charaoter , of .' .the Japanese 
governmont's policy . In respect of con- 
trolling emigration; the relations of the 
Immigration companies with the C. P. 
R. and otlier corpor.n t Ions In Ibis coun- 
try, and tlie method wlilcli they em- 
ployed to Induce the Tokyo authorities 
to change tlicir emigration policy witn 
resp'^et to Ciinada: the omlRratlon from 
the ffawaliaa Islands and the non-com- 
mittal attitude up to the present of tlie 



Grand Trunk'Paclf ic: in respect, to bring-

Summarizing the .Slgures of the ar- 
rivals from Japan from 1901 up to Jan- 
uary, 1907, Mr, King finds they would 
represent from 4,000 to- 4, oOO.:" Of 'these, 
a largo proportion found 'tlieir- way' to 
tho United States. The number of Japa- 
nese in British Columbia in January, 
1907, was less than 7,500. The arrival 
ill British Columbia, therefore, of 8,125 
Japanese in the ten months following 
naturally caused^!;gi'ettteatom,j.;i.vand- if 
anything hioffe;-W€(re;>vn#aiSd,Vt<SsO^^^ 
unrest, it was to be fOund lii" the slm- 
ullaiioous arrival from the Orient of 
Hindus by the hundreds, and Chinese in 
larger numbers than in preceding years. 
Besides the contract with the C. P, 
R;,f,thft<iNipp,oii':oompany obtained assur- 
ance 'rdfS,Catjd.dntraot with Hon. James 
Duiismiiir. president of tho WelllnBton 
Colliery company, and lleutonant-g-over- 
nor nf British Columbia for a supply of 
miners from Japan. Application was 
made to tho G. T. P. for a contract, but 
the answer was non-committal. After 
the company was formed, two of the 
promoters visited .Tapa'n, and It was at 
that time that a new • exception M a.f 
added to the general prohibition tliat 
liitlierto prevailed against sending labor- 
ers under contract to Canada, 

In his recommendations for the fu- 
ture, Mr. King . suggests an adequate 
immigration stiiff on tho Pacific coast, 
and that the practice, of treating dis- 
eased Irnmlgrant.s be stopped. Japanese 
boldin.ir passports for the United States 
shonid be recpiired to presenl. themselves 
for examination by the- American, of fi- 
slals bi'fore being examined by Cp.nada, 
and if rejected by the United States, 
they should be considered undesirable 
as i'ar as Canada in concerned. To pro- 
-innte tlie friendlj:^ interests of Japan 
and Canada tliero ought to be an ef- 
fective restriction on the number of 
.lapanese wlio couie to Canada. Mr. 
Kill}; says th.at were the immigration of ^ 
Japanese from Hawaii and . all points | 
beyond' tho'7jurifiiaictioa- of Japan pro- 
hibited, a.stop.T'pufvtoi'^iBontraot labor at 
the Instance of Individuals and-cunipa- 
nles In this country and immlprratiou 
comiianio.s in .lapan, and reserv.; shoM-n 
in issuing passports, as was practiced 
during tli.-3 past year, there would bo no 
embarrassment . to. ' Canada from Japa- 
he6e>lmmlBrtttlon; ' 'But If Ithls were not 
done, with the Importations . from Ha- 
waii and through contract labor from 
Japan. .lapanese immigration will be 
carried on greater than ever. Tn other 
words, any effective solution demands 
prohibition of such Japanese Immig-ra- 
tlon as ina.v come from countries beyond 
th(- .Inrisdlction of .Japan, and an abso- 
lute 'restriction ill the nuivibcra that may 
cnmo from .lapan direct. 

In conclusion Mr. King expressed ap- 
preciation of the many courtesies and 
the^asslstanoeiglven. him. by the United 
States ra:nd Canadian officials in British 
Columbia.

Act, which is peculiai: to our own Do 
mlriloh, and which is not to be found 
in any other colony or British depend 

Bency, and the only way In which we 
may settle any ' questions relating to 
costitutionai practice, which may 
arise between a lieutenant-governor 
and the governor-general, is by taking 
into account the experience of the 
past, find, show what has been thecon- 
Btitutional , practice which has been 
followed hy lieutenant-governors in 
these cases. And I think, sir, I am 
pei'fectly safe in saying that as far as 
the principles of constitutional law can 
be applied, we have in this particular 
case, ■ done exactly what Hon. David 
Mills said should be done In such cir- 
cumstances. (Cheers.) I may add 
that the bill, which was then in ques- 
tion, was not assented to by His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General at Ot- 
. tawa, and the result consequently was 
that it did not become the law of the 
land. (Hear, hear.) 

'.Governor-General's Assent 
Mr;."'Ollvfei'^' Delta: '"Where is the 
authority-, for the statement tViat the 
Governor-General at Ottawa can give 
.hisVassent to an act passed by a pro- 
vlifiiial legislature? 

'Hon. Ifr. Bowser:' , I have siven sucli 
an ih'stance In the Prlnoe Bdward Isl- 
and case, In which the lieutenant- 
governor reserved his assent to a cer- 
tain hill. 

Mr. Oliver: Tlie Governor-General 
assented to the act? 

Hor,. Air. Bowser: 'i'es. That par- 
ticular bill concerned the Churcli of 
England. Our powers are limited 
under tlie British North American 
Act, and tlie Governor-General under 
that act can either allow or disallow 
any bill which has been passed by a 
local legislature. This power Is given 
under section 58 Of the British North 
American Act. 

Have Taken Coiirse Advised 
We Ha've taken the ei^ct com'se in 
this matter 'Which is laid down in the 
sta,te paper of the Hon, David Mills for 
sut»missian .to. t.he Governor-General 
from which ^have quoted. (Hear, 
hear.) We h'a've again. introduced this 
measure, which is now submitted to 
the -house, not on 'the responsibility of 
a, pflya.t? i^t^nttter, but as a govemnient 
measure, and when the times comes 
for sending It to His Honor the Meu- 
tenant-Governor, it will then be his 
privilege -to deal ■ with it, and his 
action in such cases is entirely a mat- 
ter between him anil, those at Ottawa, 
who appointed h'lm to this ofHce. 

We have no control over him at all. 
(Hear, hear.) 

'Government's Resignation. 
Jfy hon. friend says that in such a 
c.'ise we must resign, •■iml the logical 
coiicliision oC sucli a stop would be to 
lii-in,[-T ni.r hon. triond into power. But, 
■•-ii', would that Hi'ltle the (|uestioii ot 
tlie Is'ntal act, and does niy hon, friend 
ventiu'c to say that if he were in pow- 
er tomorrow this Natal act would be- 
come the law of the land? (Cheers). 
AiKl floes in.v hon. friend dare to sii.v 
lliat his friends at Ottnwa would adopt 
■A different polic.v upon this question, 
iirovided only that ho held the reins 
of office? (Cheers.) We all know 
well, sir, the history of Natal acts, 
after they have come under the control 
of the litberal authorities at Otta,wa. 
We cannot forget, sir, that these Natal 
acts which are so .vitally Important for 
the protection of our Interests, have 
been disallowed no less than on four 
different occasions by the Liberal gov- 
ernment at Ottawa, of which 'Sir WH- 
iild Liaurer is premier, and yet the 
lion, gentleman says that the wishes 
of the poojile are to be best served 
by (Irl'ving this government from pow- 
er. (Hear, bear.) 

Not Justifying Governor. 
I am not hero toda.v to Juslii'y any- 
thing that his honor the lloutcnanl- 
governor lias done. 1 merely wish to 
show tliat he had the constitutional 
right Jto reserve his assent to this bill, 
; t., ' New Question Raised 
I now come to the question raised 
by my hon. friend, that the govern- 
ment should resign unless it can be 
shown that in this ease the lleuten- 
ant-goverpor acted uiidor especial iii- 
.structions from Ottawa; and 1 must 
just here remind my hon. friend tliat 
thl« is the first occasion In the con- 
stitutional history of this country 
when such a pretension luis lioeii rni.s- 
od. (Hear, hear.) And ,1 del'y my lion, 
,tj'lend to produce a siiigk' case in coii- 
iii^clion with such a reservation of ns- 
siint in which any sug.ijostioii vvas 
made that either tlie govcrnnient of 
the day or the lleiiteii.iiil -governor 
should rGHlgn, This leglMlaliv<' as- 
seiiibl;,- I1.1.S nothing wliat 



or the lieutenant-governor , and, this 
assembly, and w,e^:i}ayl|;n<>tHihg'' what-- 
ever to do wlthfttb.^>laoi»fid6ritlal ' . in- 
structions which hts libridi- 'may receive 
from the authorities at Ottawa. 
As to Special Instructions 
,Mr. Macuoriald: But arc these in- 
structioii.s private and confidential? 

Hon. Ml'. Bowser: I am referring to 
his honor's ordinary Instructions. 

Mr. Macdonald: But has he recelv.- 
ed .special instructions? 

Hon. iMr. Bowser: The special in- 
structions whicli I have now in mind 
are tliose whicli make him the chief 
executive ofl'lccr or tlie Ottawa ad- 
ministration ill this iirovlnce. I niay 
be wrong, but that is my idea. But 
even supiioslng that his ordinary In- 
stiuctloiis are not confidential in this 
liarticular case, they haA'e been treat- 
ed as if they were confidential. 
Telegrams That Passed 
In reference to the telegrams whicli 
pas.scd between His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and the Governor- 
General, these, ,as far as I am aware, 
were confidential. According to my 
lion, friend, His Honoy the Lieutenant- 
Governor, has done wrong, but if this 
Is the case, that is a matter which 
I'csts entirely between him and _ the 
govorniiient at Ottawa, \vhlch appoint- 
ed him to the othco he now holds. His 
Instructions are received from the 
Governor-General. He is the othcer of 
the government at Ottawa, and as Sir 
John A. Macdonald pointed out In 18S2, 
a lieutenant-governor can only reserve 
his assent to a bill In his capacity as 
an executive odlcer of the authorities 
at Otta-^va. (Hear, hear.) And if a 
lieutenant-governor takes a wrong 
course, that is a matter which only 
concerns him and them. I have never 
.suggested that Hia Honor has in this 
case acted unconstitutionally, but sup- 
posing for the sake of argument that 
my hon .fi'ieiul is right, and that His 
Honor has taken a wrong course in 
this matter. But even if that were so. 
It is a matter whicli must rest en- 
tirely between hlin and the Governor- 
General at Ottawa; who alone can 
through his advisers call him to ac- 
count for having in this case exceed- 
ed Ills powers. (Hear, hear.) Now, in 
this particular case, tlie question 
arises according to my hon. friend's 
contention, whether His Honor's action 
could be justilicd in; the event of re 
ceipt by liim of especial instructions 
from Ottawa. 

Hon. Mr, Scott's Action 
I have now to refer to a very 
peculiar circumstance, which has 
arisen in connection with an interview 
that took place between the first min- 
ister (Hon. Mr. McBride) and the 
secretary of state at Ottawa. Both 
gentlemen stand high in the councils 
of the country. Both gentlemen hold 
otflce under the crown. In one case 
the hon. gentleman has taken a privy 
councillor's oath of office, and the 
other hon, gentleman has taken the 
oath of office before the Lleutcn.ant- 
Governor of this province. And both 
of these lion, gentlemen are equally 
bound to preserve inviolate secrets of 
state. And yet -what do we find occur? 
Why, sir, wo ftnd that a certain pri- 
vate and confidential conversation, 
which took place in April last, has for 
purely political purposes been dis- 
closed by Hon. R. W. Scott, the secre- 
tary of state, because it is perfectly 
clear tliat it could have been disclosed 
'ot 10 one else, and pu'iiijhed^.ttirough- 
out Ilia length and Lieadth 161 t'Ke"D'o- 
m.:i':on. (Hear, hear.) ,j i 

Telegrams That Passed ? 
I must premise that neither' the first 
minister nor 1 myself have, received 
f.ie telegrams which I am about to 
read; but in order to obtain a certain 
political advantage, the government at 
Ottawa has corriinunicated to the Lib- 
eral press certain confidential tele- 
grams, which passed between Otta\\'a 
and his honor, the lieutenant-governor, 
and these have perhaps been published 
for the purpose of attempting to throw- 
u))on the llrst minister the responsibil- 
ity of having advised the lieutenant- 
governor to reserve hia assent to this 
bill. And from the character of the 
communications which passed between 
the lieutenant-governor and Ottawa, it 
might well bo asked whether his honor 
did not receive instructions or at least 
a suggestion from that quarter to 
withhold his assent to this bill. I will 
now read- to the house the following 
telegram: 

"Ottawa, April 23, 1907. 

"Lieutenant-Governor of British Co- 
lumbia. 

"Your premier, 'Mr. McBrido, as- 
sured me that the bill entitled an Act 
to Regulate Immigration Into Brltlsii 
Columbia would "hot receive assent, 
but would be reser\-ed for considera- 
tion of government here. Can 1 rely 
on this assurance? 

"(Signed) R. W. SCOTT." 
"Can I Rely?" 
Just notice, Mr. Speaker, the most 
significant words used by the hon. the 
Secretary of State, "can I rely upon 
this assui'ance?" (Hcar-liear). And 
I will ask my honcu-ed friend, I\fr. 
j\tacdonald, what do these words really 
mean? Do they mean this. Sir? If 
you, as the Lieut. Oovernor, of British 
Columbia, do iiot reserve your assent 
us the Hon. Mr. McBride tells me you' 
intend to do, I Will so instruct you 
from Ottawa. (Hear-hear and 
Cheers). Is the way, Mr. Speaker, in 
which this famous telegram should 
really be read? And are the 'words 
"can I rely upon this assurance" in 
reality to be read as specific Instruc- 
tlonti from tlic Secretary of State at 
Ottawa, to his Honor, the Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor, that as far as the government at 
Ottawa was conccrnod this Bill was 
not to be assented to? (Cheers). 

Mr. Macdonald: T>o they not really 
nie.'m, (.;aii 1 believe the lion, the Pre- 
mier of British Columbia? 

Hon. Mr. Bovvser: Surely my hon 
friend Is not so badly cornered that ho 
is in tlieso circumstances forced t,i 
dosceiul to tlie luetics of the hon. 
member I'or Yale I (Clieors.) I leave 
this whole matter with conlidence 10 
the calm and best judgment of the 
general public, and of the great body 
of the honest ciec-tonrte of tills c-jun- 
Iry. (Cliecrs.) A very clever and 
perfectly uiiserupulous attempt has 
been made by these hon. gentle:iieii 
and their frleiuis to throw upon the 
first niinl.ster the burden of having ad- 
vised the Lieutenant-Governor to 
withhold his assent; but it has failed 
and failed most comiiletely. (Clieers.) 
The Hon. Mr. McBride was in Ottawa 
on the liith and 17th of .April last, and 
the celebrated Interview which Is now 
in question occurred on April 17, and 
the Hon. the Premier, told us the 
other day (exactly what passed on tliat 
occasion- Then, on the 23rd, when niy 
hon, friend was already on the broad 
Atlantic, this novy 'fanious telegram 
wa.s sent from Otta.'NVa to hl.i Honor, 
the Lieutenant-Governor here. 

'lii tlio nieatitlme- It l.s highly proba- 
ble tliittt a cabinet meeting took place 
and that in thOHe kIx ilays '.vbicli ehipsed 
between the Interview mentioned ' ami 
the date of tills teh'gram,. tiie iiolicy 
waH, resolved uiion of sending word 
tb rough the secretary of state to the 
Ijleutoiiaiit-Govci'nor. It wus a j)eculiar 



nothing at "all 'about His Honor's in- 
tention until on the very dav when 
be had tins intimation xrom tne Lieut- 
enant-Governor liimaelf. 

The facts as we have them, sir, are 
simply. th^se: .,yn«- the first; place, on the 
mornin'g-o'f thfr iZS^aaOf *Aprll. His Honor 
11 ractlcally receives f rom'Ottawa specific 
instructions not tO' give his assent to 
this bill (cheers); and in the afternoon 
of the very same day the acting pre- 
mier receives from the Lieut. -Gov. the 
following letter: 

This communication runs as follows: 
The :;;!rd of April, IDOi. 
At the Govcruniont House, "Victoria, B. 

C, Persouat: 

Dear Sir — [ notice that the bill (No. 
30) intituled "An Act to Ilegulato Iniinl- 
gi-ation into British Columbia," lias 
passed its third reading. 

I would be glad If you would Instruct 
the clerk of the House to omit the same 
from the list of billa ; to which I will

The Hon, the Acting Premier.

All this shows clearly that no ad- 
vice to wltlihokl assent was given by 
the acting-premier, and that further that 
ll;s Honor in taking the course he did, 
evidently took his instructions from 
Ottawa, where it had bepl^V already de- 
cided tiiat this ineasui-Q should not be- 
come law (cheers.) \ , 

Need 1 further dWell,;6nM;his most sig- 
nificant telegram '• containing the words, 
"Can I rely on this assurance?" And 
what, sir, was the answer sent back to 
Ottawa by the Liuulenarit-Govenior? 
Why on the very next morning, April 
;i-l, we find that the following telegram 
w,as despatched to the government at 
Ottawa: 

"Victoria, B. C, April 24, 1907. 
Hon. R. W. Scott. Ottawa: 

Your telegram received. Bill referred 
to will not receive niy assent. 

(.Signed) JAMK.S DUNSMUIR." 

A Fair Inference. 

Is it not a fair inference from tlicse

Mr. Oliver, found still further pro- 
vender in the column? of the Colonist 
for he referrod to a grand Conservative 
convention next Friday evening wiien 
the membei^ and' ministers' arid party 
workers were. -to . get together. In ad- 
dition there were to be. performers 
[iresent from the local theatres. They 
would air get together and "discuss the 
stltutlonal asoect."
